Houses Wrecked 


But Ho One Injured 


A regular Nebraska cyclone visited 

South Weymouth on Tuesday after 

* 

noon, amt it was almost a miracle 
that no one was killed or injured, as 
the property damngo was about $100, 
000. The "twister” came during a 
thunder storm ul 4.15 and swept a 
path of destruction about 500 feet 
wide from the Holbrook line to the 
Hingbam line, across Forest street, 
Columbian street, Main street, Tower 
avenue, I’leusant street, Park avenue, 
Pine street and Oak street. It is said 
,to have originated at the base of the 
BBlue Hills In Braintree, and to have 
done dainnge also in Braintree. Ran¬ 
dolph, Holbrook and Hingbam, but 
not to the extent it did In Soiun Wey¬ 
mouth. Houses, stables, garages and 
out-bulldlngs were wrecked or dam¬ 
aged; fruit and other trees rulnea 
or damaged; pigs, fowl and other ani¬ 
mals killed; vegetable and flower gar¬ 
dens wrecked. Wagons and sleighs 
were blown away, and automobiles 
blown over. Telephone and electric 
light poles were snapped off and 
wires broken. 

The storm was accompanied by 
thunder and lightning and large hall 
stones. Buildings shook and It was 
a tough experience for people near 
the path of the cyclone. A pleasant 
sunset followed and people soon got 
out to ascertain the damage. 

On Wednesday thousands of auto¬ 
mobile parties came from all parts 


of Weymouth and more distant towns. 
Chief of Police Pratt and officers were 
busy regulating traffic. Superintendent 
of Streets Johnson and his men wore 
Opening up the roads by carting away 
branches and tilling in washouts, the 
Weymouth Electric Light and Power 
Co. and the Telephone Co. were set¬ 
ting new poles and stringing new 
wires. At estates where damage was 
done, work was commenced promptly 
to clear away the debris and repair 
the damage, but for several days 
there will be evidence of the damage 
wrought, especially on Oak and Pine 
streets, Park avenue. Pleasant street, 
Main street and Columbian street. 

In some cases relief should ho 
promptly extended to some of the 
heavy losers by the storm. The Wey¬ 
mouth Gazette and Transcript was 
about to start a popular subscription 
when It learned that the Selectmen 
had called a special meeting for the 
same purpose. See announcement In 
another column. In cooperation with 
the movement Manager McGiory ol 
the Odd Fellows Opera House an¬ 
nounces a benefit performance for 
this evening. The gross receipts will 
go to the benefit. The Gazette be¬ 
lieves that assistance should he given 
to Olaf Peterson, John Crokcv, Thom¬ 
as Brassll. John Ronan. Mrs. Alfred 
Torrey and several others. 

With commendable enterprise Arth¬ 
ur L. McGrory. the manager of the 


Odd Fellows Opera HoutV^ secured 
pictures of the damaged houses on 
the day of the cyclone, and will ex¬ 
hibit the same on Labor Day. Those 
who have been unable to go tc South 
Weymouth should see the pictures. 

The Selectmen have issued a call 
for a public* meeting of Weymouth 
people to bo held this evening at the 
New Orplieum, South Weymouth, to 
Organize and raise funds for the tor¬ 
nado sufferers. Here Is a chance to 
help Weymouth people in need. 

ON FOREST STREET 

Property on Forest street, near the 
Holbrook line, was first to feel the 
effects of the storm. The kitchen of 
the house of Mrs. Elizabeth Syton 
was blown off and carried Into the 
woods. Mrs. Syton and a child wore 
in the house. 

An outhouse of Adolph Barth was 
demolished, and trees were blown 
down against his house, blocking thb 
I entrance. 

A three-room house of G. Rudd was 
! demolished and blown away. 

At W. L. Britton’s a garage was 
demolished, but only a little damage 
was done to the auto of Adolph Barth, 
which was inside. A piece of timber 
was driven through a chamber win¬ 
dow. and other glass broken. The 
Britton's were shaken up, hut no one 
was hurt. Many things in the house 
were upset, and dead fowl were found 
In the yard. 

ON COLUMBIAN STREET * 

The home of Blanchard F.> Hlckfr 
was rendered uninhabitable. The 
roof was blown off and other damage 
done, his loss being heavy. 

At the residence of Albert Vlnal the

garngo was destroyed and blown 
away. One of the chimneys was laid 
over onto the roof, windows wore 
broken and other dnmnge. 

On the other shlo of the street tho 
cyclone made a path through the 
wood in coming from Holbrook. 

ON MAIN STREET 

The cyclone next visited the Dr. E. 
E. Taylor estate and did a damage of 
fully $3000. On the house one of tho 
(himneys and a skylight were blown 
off. windows broken and other damage. 
The large barn was probably struck 
by lightning and part of (he roof ana 
many shingles torn off. A new hen 
house and 20 liens disappeared. An 
outbuilding was swept away and a 
sleigh blown upon the estate of Wil¬ 
liam Holbrook. A beautiful grove of 
pine trees was wrecked. sorno 
snapped off at tho ground, others 
several feet from the ground, on tree 
being blown 50 feet. Fruit trecB were 
also uprooted. 

The estate of Judge. George L. 
Wentworth adjoining was a scene of 
wreckage. The house was probably 
struck hv lightning, a chimney thrown 
down, windows broken, a flagpole 
blown over and scveTnl trees uprooted. 
The Judge nnd a maid were In tho 
house, hut were uninjured. 

Next door ig tho residence of lawyer 
William Holbrook, formerly owned by 
Charles H. Ramsey. Before (he storm 
tt was a very attractive estate, but 
two garages were blown own, only 
the foundation of one being left. A 
big automobile was blown over on Its 
side. A hen-house was blown into the 
garden. Several trees were uprooted 
and one was blown from the rear of

Meantime Terrence MacSweney, 
lord mayor of Cork, was dying of self- 
imposed hunger In n Rrltlsh prison, and 
Irishmen appealed to King George to 
snve him, and to President Wilson and 
the heads of all European states, com¬ 
paring his case to that of the burgo¬ 
master of Rrussels whom the Germans 
Imprisoned. Mr. Lloyd George said 
that, whatever the consequences, the 
government could not take the respon¬ 
sibility of freeing MacSweney. The 
Sinn Fein lenders feared his death 
would lead to an outbreak that would 
play Into the hands of the Rrltlsh.

Oefeat of Russian Armies in 
Poland One of the Greatest 
In History. 


SUE RICE STUDIOS 


General Wrnngel, who hnd been 
rather quiet of late In the Crimean 
peninsula, started a vigorous cam¬ 
paign Thursday with his feorgnnlzed 
forces. One of his armies moved east¬ 
ward onto the mainland, speedily tak¬ 
ing the Imporlnnt Black sen port of 
Novorossiysk and other cities nnd 
nlmost reaching Eknteriuodnr, capital 
of the Kuban Cossacks. At the same 
time another army occupied the Do- 
netz coal basin 350 miles to the north. 
The loss of those mines will be an es¬ 
pecially severe hlow to the bolshevik!. 

On the borders of the republic of 
Georgln, an alarming concentration of 
bolshevik forces is reported, supposed¬ 
ly In pursuit of a plan to march 
through Georgln nnd Armenia and es¬ 
tablish communication with the Turk¬ 
ish'Nationalists In Asia Minor.

America and Allies Warn Pole* to Stop 
at Frontier—Britain to Recognize 
Egypt's Independence—Cox Ac- 
ousee Republicans of Try¬ 
ing to “Buy” Preai- 
dency. 
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By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Tbe week closed with four of the 
five soviet Russian armies that at¬ 
tacked I’olnnd practically destroyed or 
dispersed. The Reds, It was estimat¬ 
ed, lmd lost nearly 100,000 prisoners 
and about 40,000 others hud been 
killed. Many thousands had been 
forced across the German border, 
where they were disarmed and in¬ 
terned—or were supposed to be. If the 
Germans did their duty as neutrals. 
The Russian cavalry and Infantry that 
escaped from the Polish pincers re¬ 
tired on Grodno nnd Ossowlec and such 
reserves as they hail were brought up 
to the latter place. It was expected 
that the Reds would put up a desper- 
Hte fight In the marsh country there to 
preserve contact with the East Prussia 
border and to keep the Poles from 
forming a junction with the Lithuan¬ 
ians. 

The last real effort of the Red army 
of tbe north resulted In three days of 
fierce lighting In the Narew valley 
between Lotuza and Ostrolenka, the 
Russians trying to force their way 
across tbe road to Blalystok. Tbe 
Poles captured tbe river crossings, and 
next day another of their forces ad¬ 
vanced along the Prussian frontier to 
Myszyules. The Reds were caught be¬ 
tween these forces und had to sur¬ 
render. 

Of all the Invaders of Poland, only 
General Rudenny’s forces, mostly cav¬ 
alry, aprenr to have escaped. They 
were operating In Gullcin toward 
Lemhurg, nnd when the fate of the 
soviet adventure was certain they 
made a rush forward with tbe inten¬ 
tion of destroying tbe great oil wells 
1 1 , that region. They reached the out¬ 
skirts of I.emburg but were driven 
away by volunteers and a few regu¬ 
lars. As they retired they destroyed 
villages and crops and carried off all 
Implements, furniture, clothing and 
animals. 

Unbiased observers describe tbe 
defeat of the Reds as one of the great- 
s| of military disasters nnd say the 
• anqiaign that brought It about was 
of sin passing interest. They agree 
substantially concerning the utter rout 
of the soviet armies, but In this they 
ire contradicted by such bolshevik 
leaders as have been heard from and 
by some Gentians. These assert that 
i be retreat of the lted> has been con¬ 
ducted in an orderly manner, that they 
saved most of their supply trains and 
that the number of casualties lias been 
•really exaggerated by the Poles.

Efforts of the antl-suffragists to pre¬ 
vent or delay the promulgation of 
the ratification of the suffrage amend¬ 
ment were foiled, and on Thursday 
Secretary of State Colby, receiving offi¬ 
cial notification of the action of the 
Tennessee legislature, signed nnd Is¬ 
sued the. proclamation. The District 
of Columbia refused to Issue a re¬ 
straining order to Secretary Colby, 
so now the only hope remaining of the 
foes of suffrage Is tlint the United 
States Supreme court will declare the 
Tennessee ratification Illegal. 

It Is Interesting to read the opin¬ 
ion of the venerable Cardinal Gib¬ 
bons, who has been a consistent op¬ 
ponent of woman suffrage. He says: 

“I regret very much that the women 
have taken the plunge Into the deep. 
I would much prefer that things had 
remained ns they were. I am. how¬ 
ever, of the opinion that after the first 
election or so only a small percentage 
of the women of the cduntry will 
avail themselves of the privilege of 
voting.”

The nationalist movement In Egypt, 
which hns been more serious than 
censored dispatches made It appenr, 
and which has been Increasing ever 
since the establishment of tbe Rrltlsh 
protectorate during the war, seems 
about to meet with success. The 
Rrltlsh government. It Is reliably 
though not officially reported, has 
agreed to recognize the Independence 
of Egypt nnd a final treaty and alli¬ 
ance will soon be negotiated. Funda¬ 
mental points In the agreement, It Is 
said, are: Egypt will recognize Great 
Rrltaln’s privileged position In the 
valley of the Nile, nnd agrees in ense 
of war to afford every facility for ac¬ 
cess to Egyptian territory; Great 
Rrltaln will maintain n garrison In 
Egypt In the canal zone; Egypt rt»- 
gains control of foreign relations, sub¬ 
ject <o her not making trentles con¬ 
trary to Rrltlsh policy, nnd will have 
the right to maintain diplomatic rep¬ 
resentatives abroad.

Govurnor Cox roused the Repub¬ 
licans by asserting that they are 
raising n minimum fund of $15,000,000 
for the campaign. National Chair¬ 
man Will Hays and Ills associates at 
once denied the truth of the statement 
and both they nnd the Democratic 
leaders demanded that the senate com¬ 
mittee on campaign expenditures In¬ 
vestigate the charge. The committee, 
which Is in session In Chicago sub¬ 
poenaed National Chairmen Hays and 
White and Congressional Chairmen 
Fess and Doreinus, and “Invited” Gov¬ 
ernor Cox also to nppcnr before It and 
present such evidence as he might 
have to substantiate his statements. 
The Democratic candidate said he 
would furnish what Information he 
had In due time, and meanwhile he 
went ahead with bis speaking tour, 
repeating bis accusations. When he 
reached Pittsburgh, Thursday night, 
he sipened up nnd made public the al¬ 
leged facts upon which lie based bis 
charge that tbe Republicans are try¬ 
ing to “buy the presidency.” 

The “expose" really was not so sen¬ 
sational as might have been expected. 
Cox read u list of 51 cities and the 
amount which the Republican national 
committee proposed to raise In each, 
the total being $8,145,000. This figure, 
he usserted, had nothing to do with 
“the large amounts being collected in 
hundreds of smaller cities, towns and 
rural communities.” lie gave no names 
of contributors, saying the Republi¬ 
cans could produce those. The gov¬ 
ernor also read documents which he 
said proved that Senator Harding had 
detailed knowledge of the financing of 
his campaign. 

Republican Treasurer Uphain, who 
had previously told something of the 
quota list, says the quotas are vastly 
larger than the actual amount culled 
for by the budg t. and asserted that 
the national committee had collected, 
to date, uuly $01W.977.82. 


The Albanians nnd Serbs, who are 
fighting u little war of their own, have 
been having some bloody battles and 
the Albanians claim to hnve driven 
their foes hack Into their own coun¬ 
try. The victors halted, at least tem¬ 
porarily, at the demarcation line fixed 
In 1018.

PLAN TO REMEDY 
IGNITION PARTS 

Expert Discusses This Important 
Section of Motorcar’s Nerv¬ 
ous System. 

EXAMINE ALL CONNECTIONS 


Make Sure That All Wires Are Tight 

and That Insulation Is Not Worn 
Off at Any Spot, Thus Caus¬ 
ing Short Circuit. 

The best way to locate any elec¬ 
trical trouble Is to begin at one end 
of the Ignition system and make a 
series of tests In regulnr order. Be¬ 
gin first with the spnrk plugs under 
suspicion, writes W. H. Stewart, Jr., 
president of the Stewart Automobile 
school, In an exchange. 

Moisture on the exposed pnrt of the 
porcelain will often cause the engine 
to misfire, but this trouble on a wet 
dny may be obviated by greasing the 
porcelain with vaseline. Including de¬ 
fective porcelain, other frequent 
causes of spark plug trouble mny be 
trnced to oil or particles of carbon col¬ 
lecting between the.polnts and sooting 
of the porcelnln; points out of adjust¬ 
ment or burned away. Ordinarily the 
spark plug should be adjusted to about 
the thickness of an old worn dime, de¬ 
pendent upon the Ignition system, car¬ 
bureter adjustment and design of the 
engine. 

Look at Distributor Case. 

When you have eliminated the spark 
plug, examine all wiring and terminal 
connections, making sure that all wires 
are tight and that the Insulation isn't 
worn off at any place, thus causing 
short circuits. Next open the dis¬ 
tributor ease and see If there Is any 
dirt or carbon dust. If the trouble 
Is here It can he eliminated by wiping 
with a clean rag. But If It Is yet 
undiscovered then perhaps the misfir¬ 
ing Is eaused by the contact points be¬ 
ing pitted. These should he cleaned 
and ndjusted very accurately accord¬ 
ing to Instructions of the manufactur¬ 
er. Also make sure that the tappet 
spring has not weakened or been 
broken. Remember that this spring 
Is under n constant strain and it will 
beur watching. 

Cause of Serious Missing. 

Moisture or grease on the surface 
of the distributor housing will some¬ 
times cause very serious current 
skips across the surface of this for¬ 
eign matter Instead of going through 
Its regulur channels. The remedy is 
to wipe off the surfuce. The presence 
of moisture may he explained hy the 
fact that It Is drawn In with the air 
through the radiator or mny condense 
on the surface on a damp day. The 
grease often collects from the oil spray 
thrown out hy the engine. 

The Ignition system is a delicate 
assemblage and it Is up to you to 
keep your eye constantly upon It Lit¬ 
tle attentions like these give you a 
smooth running engine and help you 
to eliminate expensive repairs. 

SPRING LEAVES NEED OILING 

Thorough Cleaning and Lubrication of 
Various Parts Make Car Ride 
Eaaier. 

In speaking of care of automobiles 
Mr. E. H. I>ule. who la in charge of the 
automobile course at Colorado agricul¬ 
tural college, saya. “People will find 
that a little care with the springs of 
their car will make riding easier by 
r-iany per cent. All It takes is care. 
Anyone who la getting his interior self 
shook up and turned over every time 
Oe takes bis car out will find this ad- 
rice worth while: Keuiove the springs, 
ake them apart and remove all dirt 
and rust which is between the spring 
leaves. Polish the parts of the leaves 
which rub together. Assemble, using 
plenty of graphite grease between the 
leave#. The result Is gratifying.”

LEGION TO AID IMMIGRANTS 

Plan Mapped Out by American Com- 

mlaeion of Veterans’ Organization 
to Extend Welcome. 

Immigrants entering the United 
States will be received and welcomed 
by members of the American Legion, 
according to plans mapped out by the 
National American commission of the 
veterans’ organization. Arrangements 
have been made whereby the local post 
of the community which Is the ul¬ 
timate destination of the Immigrant 
will get In touch with him immediately 
upon his arrival. 

Information as to the names and 
destinations of nil Immigrants will be 
secured at the port of New York and 
forwarded Immediately to the thou¬ 
sands of Legion posts In order that 
they may prepare for the reception of 
the new arrivals. 

"In some cases the Immigrant may 
be going directly to friends,” says 
the announcement of the American 
commission, “but In many cases he 
will be friendless and will be sure to 
have great trouble. lie may need as¬ 
sistance In finding out where he can 
learn English, where he can send his 
children to school, where he can find a 
place to live and a place to work. 
Nothing could he more effective In lin¬ 
ing up the new arrival on the side of 
Inw nnd order and of the things we 
believe (n as being best for the coun¬ 
try than this friendly welcome. It 
Is this personal greeting from Amer¬ 
ica that will help make the newcomer 
a 100 per cent American.”

It costs 
only $75 to maintain an orphan for a 
year, the funds being forwarded to 
national headquarters In Iudinnnpolis, 
where they are turned over to the 
American Red Cross, which I* assign¬ 
ing the children and attending to all 
the details of the work on the other 
side.

lonns. Today everyone concedes the 
morality, the humnnlty and the Justice 
of the usury laws. 

Public Welfare at Stake. 

Men Investing money In business In¬ 
jure the public welfare when they 
profiteer. We call It robbing the con¬ 
sumer. How much greater the lar¬ 
ceny when the excess profits come 
from the sweat of the producers! 
Business should be honestly organised. 
The capltnl stock of the corporation 
should repesent money actually In¬ 
vested. The Investors are entitled to 
n reasonable Interest on their Invest¬ 
ments, to an Insurance ngalnst the 
“rainy day.” They are entitled to 
set nslde a percentage of the e'unlngs 
to replace the capital Invested. After 
this Is done the balance belongs to 
the workers. Into the business they 
have put their lives; out of the busi¬ 
ness they should get more than a liv¬ 
ing. Their lives are lived In their 
work, they hnve a right to a say In 
their own lives. 

No one that I have met has the 
plnns nnd specifications for the "New 
Order," but everyone has In mind the 
general outline. The government, the 
% working men nnd the employers 
should co-operate in mnklng the plan, 
In building the “Tomorrow." 

A step In the right direction Is the 
Industrial conference recently called 
by the president. In the preliminary 
statement of this conference, we find 
much cause for hope. They hnve pre¬ 
sented a plan looking to the settle¬ 
ment of Industrial disputes by arbi¬ 
tration. The plan is tentative In form, 
the framework for the completed 
structure. It contemplates the estab¬ 
lishment of a nntlonnl Industrial court 
of nine members, located In Washing¬ 
ton, with the functions of a court of ap¬ 
peals, to determine disputes referred 
to It. The country Is divided Into re¬ 
gions, with reglonnl boards of In¬ 
quiry nnd adjustment, to which may 
he submitted controversies between 
employers nnd employees for settle¬ 
ment. The chairmen of these dis¬ 
putants will have equal representa¬ 
tion on the hoard. To Insure confi¬ 
dence In the boards the members are 
to be picked from pnnels of employ¬ 
ers nnd employees submitted by the 
secretary of commerce anti the secre¬ 
tary of labor, similar to Jury pnnels 
prepared for the courts. Each side 
shall be entitled to a specific number 
of challenges, nnd the verdicts of the 
industrial Juries must be by unani¬ 
mous vote. 

For the Justice of Right. 

It Is not compulsory arbitration. It 
Is a plnn by which employers nnd em¬ 
ployees mny settle their differences on 
merit rather than by force. It hns 
an ndvnntnge over the settlement of 
Industrial disputes hy the strike, In 
that production will not be stopped, 
class hnte will not be developed. The 
Justice of right rather thnn the force 
of might will settle questions. This 
machinery will give public opinion n 
chnnce to act Intelligently nnd effec¬ 
tively. An Interesting paragraph reads: 
“Whenever an agreement Is reached by 
the parties' to a dispute, or n deter¬ 
mination Is announced by a reglonnl 
hoard of adjustment, or hy an utftplre, 
or by the national Industrial trlbunnl, 
the agreement shnll hnve the full 
force nnd effect of n trade agreement 
which the pnrties to the dispute are 
bound to cnrry out.” 

We are fnclng the east. The new 
day Is breaking. A better under¬ 
standing between employers nnd em¬ 
ployees Is In sight. Let no one stand 
in the way of compromise and conces¬ 
sion. 

To avoid entangling alliances It Is 
not necessary to abandon Europe. To 
put an end to war. some open agree¬ 
ment of nations Is necessary. Secret 
trentles must cease; the new Inter¬ 
nationalism must be a covenant In¬ 
suring the democracy of the world. 
America's place Is In the vanguurd 
of the movement toward the “New 
Order.” We are a world power; we 
cannot escape our place and our re¬ 
sponsibility In the family of nations. 
I am sure we do not want to. Our 
foreign policy Is “America for Amer¬ 
icans and All for Humunlty." The 
creed of our house is “Man Is His 


CARING FOR BREEDING DUCKS 


Shall Chaos or Reconstruction 
in Europe Follow the Great 
World War? 


If Not Kept for Production of Market 
Eggs Fowls Should Be Given 
Grass Range. 




Breeding ducks. If not kept for the 
production of market eggs, should have 
a grass range. If possible, nfter the 
hatching season Is over nnd lie fed 
sparingly on a mash of l part, by 
weight, corn meal. 2 parts bran, l 
part low-grade wheat flour, 1 part 
green feed. N per cent beef scrap and 
It per cent urlt, given once or twice 
dally, with one feed of mixed grains; 
or the mash mny be made of II parts, 
by measure, corn meal, 4 parts bran, 
2 parts low-grade wheat flour, three- 
fourths part beef scrap, nnd 2 parts 
of green feed, with a small amount of 
grit and shell or mineral matter. 

Feed I’ekln ducks for eggs, begin¬ 
ning about December 1, on 1 pound r* 
corn meal, 1 pound of low-grade flour 


DAWN OF THE “NEW ORDER 


Relations Between Employer and Em¬ 
ployee, Based on Sound Human 
Ethics, Replacing Doctrine of 
Force, Is the Only Hope. 




Article XXXIII 


By FRANK COMERFORD. 

The “New Order” Is coming. The 
world must prepnre for It. The peo¬ 
ple demand It. Those who oppose any 
“change" must surrender to the ma¬ 
jority. America should he the first 
country to recognize the need of a 
“chnnge." The building of the "New 
Order" should he done with the heads 
and hy the hands of all classes. 

'Collective bargaining nnd profit 
sharing will be part of the “New Or¬ 
der." If the business men of Amerlen 
do not co-opmite to bring about col¬ 
lective bargaining nnd profit shnrlng, 
the people will resort to force. 

Charles M. Schwab, chairman of the 
hoard of directors of the Bethlehem 
Steel corporation. Is n captain of In¬ 
dustry with vision. He Is A forwnrd- 
looklng American. He believes that 
the basis of hlg business must he 
gounded on sound humnn ethics. The 
other day he hit the nail on the head 
when he said: 

"What the working men want Is 
recognition, nppredntlon nnd fellow¬ 
ship. It Is the duty of every business 
man In the United Stntes to see to It 
that the Inrgest possible opportunity 
for employment Is given the greatest 
number of men. 

"Through persnnnl relationships 
nnd the ‘tone’ of the business estab¬ 
lished on these principles, the rank 
nnd file of men will come to know the 
spirit of the management nnd there 
will he no question of the loyalty of 
the men to the management. 

“The kind of collective bargaining 
that I believe In Is the one that recog¬ 
nizes the right of the men themselves 
to choose their own fellow workmen 
ns representatives to speak with the 
company and which believes in the 
obligation of the compnmv to treat 
these representatives Individually and 
collectively with the confidence nnd 
respect to which they are Justly en¬ 
titled." 

The working men must not be mnde 
the slaves of business, they must he 
made part of It. Political freedom, 
liberty tinder the law, are robbed of 
their meaning If men are enslaved hy 
their work. It Is not enough to make 
a man free before the law, he must 
be snfo nnd free In Ills work. There 
Is n difference between political free¬ 
dom nnd industrial freedom. Men nre 
entitled to both forms of freedom. 
One thought Is uppermost and almost 
universal In the minds of the work¬ 
ing men of the world, nnd that Is that 
they hnve not had n square deni. I 
agree with them. The evidence sup¬ 
porting their thought Is overwhelm¬ 
ing. Men who give their lives to work 
have a positive right to a voice In the 
management of the business. This 
right must he recognized. Working 
men know that until they are given 
a voice their Interests will be without 
a spokesman and us a consequence 
will be neglected. It Isn’t a question 
only of wages or hours of employ¬ 
ment; the matter goes deeper. Men 
want the pleasure and satisfaction of 
being purt of the business. They hnve 
been only part of the business In the 
sense that they sweat for It and give 
tlielr lives to It. 

Partnership Is the Solution. 
I-nbor and Capital should he a part¬ 
nership. The two are like the blades 
of a scissors: separate and apart they 
are meaningless und valueless. Joined 
together, functioning hamionlonsly, 
they are useful and necessary to the 
world. This partnership Idea must he 
put Into practice. The product of the 
partnership must be more fairly di¬ 
vided. There Is no gainsaying the

or middlings. 1 pound <rf hrnn, 15 f>er 
cent of beef scrap. 15 per rent of veg¬ 
etables or green feed, and some grit, 
feeding tills mash twice dally. In the 
morning and at night; also giving 1 
quart of mixed corn and wheat to ev¬ 
ery 80 ducks at noon when they nre 
laying heavily. These laying rations 
should be fed throughout the year to 
Indian Runners or to any breed of 
ducks kept principally for the produc¬ 
tion of market eggs, poultry special¬ 
ists of the United States' department 
of agriculture say. If the Indian Run- 
ner ducks are not laying, they should 
be fed sparingly. All rations are by 
weight unless otherwise stated. Thir¬ 
ty laying thicks (I’ekins) will eat about 
10 quarts of moist mash at each meal. 


FEEDING FOWLS FOR PROFIT 


Early Hatched Chick Will Reach Lay 
ing Maturity Before Commence¬ 
ment of Cold Season. 


The first rule for getting a good 
profit from poultry Is to got the chicks 
lunched early, and the next Is to keep 
tlient g«owlng so that they will rench 
laying maturity before the commence- 
ment of cold weather. There is no 
profit In keeping n chicken Just alive, 
whether It Is Intended for laying stock 
or for the market. One renson why 
more care should he exercised In feed¬ 
ing fowls Is that the chicks know less 
about what Is good for them thnn do 
the fowls. The healthy cldck Is a 
hungry thing nnd will eat what Is 
given It; the digestive organs being 
weak are less uhle to dispose of ob¬ 
jectionable feed than are those of old¬ 
er fowls. 

Young chicks should he fed a little 
at a time and often, poultry special¬ 
ists In United States department of 
ngrleulture say. They should he fed 
early In the morning and justy before 
going to bed at night, and not less 
than three times In the Intervening 
period. For the first two weeks they 
may be fed three meals of soft feed 
and two of hHrd, ami after that age 
two of soft and three of hard, less 
soft feed being fed as they grow old¬ 
er. No more moistened soft feed 
should be given nt one time than they 
will eat up clean.

CONTINUATION SCHOOL 

111 November, 1919. Weymouth in 
common with all- the other cltien uml 
towns of tho Commonwealth, having 
the required number of employes be¬ 
tween fourteen and sixteen, voted to 
uccept Chapter 311 of the General 
Acts of 1919. Tfie provisions of tills 
Act ure, briefly stated, as follow’s: 

1. All minors between fourteen and 
sixtecu, employed either In the shop’ 
or at home, must attend a Continu¬ 
ation School for four hours per week, 
the four hours to be considered a part 
of the regulur time the minor is per¬ 
mitted by jaw' to work. During un 
-employment, or between employ¬ 
ments, the min&r must attend the 
Continuation School of the city or 
town where he lives twenty hours per 
week. 

2. On application of the parent or 
guardian, Instruction In the regular 
schools will be accepted as instruc¬ 
tion equivalent to that provided for 
by this Act. 

3. The Superintendent of Schools 
may revoke the certificate of n minor 
for failure to attend u Continuation 
School. 

4. In accordance with the compul¬ 
sory attendance, regulations of the 
law, the employer of a minor between 
fourteen and sixteen shall cease to 
employ such minor when notified by 
the Superintendent 'of Schools of his 
non-attendance In such school. 

Iu accordance with the provisions 
of the above law, a Continuation 
School will he opened on September 
7, In t lit* Lincoln school. Weymouth, 
Charles Y. Berry, who lias been Prin¬ 
cipal of the Hunt school, will be di¬ 
rector and have full charge of the 
work. The hours of attendance will 
be from 1 to 5 In the ufternoon of 
each work day with the exception of 
Saturday. Each minor will be x- 
pected to attend one afternoon pei 
week, and will be notified In w’rlting

NEWS REVIEW OF 
CURRENT EVENTS 

Managers of Both Parties Are 
Raising Big Hullabaloo Over 
Campaign Funds. 

UW VIOLATIONS CHARGED 


Gompers Asks Union Labor to Sup¬ 
port Cox—More Trouble in Mining 

Fields—Poles Destroy Buden¬ 
ny’s Red Army In Galicia. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Candidate Cox and the managers of 
both tho Democratic and the Repub¬ 
lican campaigns have created a deal 
of noise and fury with their charges 
and counter-charges relating to Ute 
campaign funds. Accusations and re¬ 
torts, denials nnd admissions have 
been flying thick and probably will not 
cease for some time. The senatorial 
Investigating committee seemingly Is 
determined to get at the truth with¬ 
out fear or favor, nnd If certnin of 
the charges nre sustained, legal pro¬ 
ceedings are likely to result. 

Republican managers ussert that 
Cox’s charges that they had conspired 
to buy the presidency with huge sums 
of money have been completely dis¬ 
proved. Homer Cummings, former 
Democratic nntlonul chairman, told the 
senators he could find no evidence of 
corruption in the Republican plan for 
raising campaign funds, nnd ndded 
thut his own party organization was 
trying to ruise funds by the same 
method used by the Republicans. But, 
he complained, the lutter lmd been the 
more successful. Neither Mr. ‘Cum¬ 
mings nor any other witness heard by 
the committee was willing to admit 
thut the presidency could be "bought.” 

Mr. Cox elaborated Ills statements 
by making public a document entitled 
“Cumpaigu Plan in Larger Cities," 
which be said proved the Repub¬ 
lican national committee wus seek¬ 
ing to raise sums ranging from 
$5,000 to $10,000. Treasurer Up¬ 
born disposed of this by explain¬ 
ing that the pluu outlined in the 
document was not ratified, but on the 
contrary was vetoed ulmost without 
discussion because the nutionul com¬ 
mittee was determined to try out the 
$1,000 limit plan. How closely this 
was adhered to was told the senutors 
by National Chnlrmun Hnys. lie said: 
"During the period from Juue 14, 1920, 
to August 20, 1920, there were 12,389 
men und women contributors to both 
the nutlonal committee und to state 
committees through the Joint collect¬ 
ing organization, an average of $82.11. 
Of these none have been over the thou- 
snnd-dollar rule except eight, which 
eight liuve given a total of $13,500, au 
average of $1,687.60. The ldgliest of 
these was $2,500.” 

On Tuesday Mr. Upham supplement¬ 
ed this by submitting thp full list of 
contributors to the Hurding fund. 
Fewer than u dozen, he said, had 
given more than $1,000 and twp sub¬ 
scriptions of $5,000 each were the 
largest received to date. The quotas 
for the national fund, Mr. Upham said, 
totaled $4,887,000 approximately, with 
$800,000 additional quotas for special 
ftate funds, but thut it was a case of 
"50 per cent off for cash." He said 
the glowing "bulletins” sent out to 
Republican fund workers and quoted 
extensively by Governor Cox were 
"bull” and "salesmanship." The Re¬ 
publican budget, be iusisted, was for 
slightly more than $3,000,000. 

But the Democrats were not out of 
ammunition, by any means. The next 
thing they brought to the attention of 
the senatorial committee was the “de 
luxe” book, "Republicanism in 1920," 
which William Barnes of New York 
wus said to be getting out. The sena¬ 
tors were shown a list of wealthy men 
who bad pledged some $37,000 for this 
Barnes effort, and Wilbur Marsh, 
Democratic treasurer, suid that to his 
(ulud it indicated a plan to collect 
large campaign funds independently of 
the regular Republican machinery. He 
burned a number of organizations thut, 
he said, were engaged in similar ef¬ 
forts, mentioning the National Young 
live s Republican league, the Southern 


I Protective Tariff association, the 
Committee of American Business Men, 
the American Defense society nnd the 
Republican Publicity association. 

As for the Barnes book, the Demo¬ 
crats nssert the Republicans nre break¬ 
ing the law by accepting for this cam¬ 
paign effort contributions from cor¬ 
porations. The senatorial committee 
decided to hear more of It from Mr. 
Barnes, probably In Pittsburgh. 

Provoked Into recrimination, the Re¬ 
publicans nre mnking various accusa¬ 
tions against their opponents. In the 
first place Chairman Hnys asserted 
the Democrats were plnnning to raise 
n fund of $10,000,000—which the lnt- 
ter promptly denied. Then Mr. Hnys 
charged thnt the liquor Interests were 
actively engaged In supporting the 
campaign of Governor Cox, nnd he 
produced a letter signed by the pres¬ 
ident of the New’ Jersey Federation 
of Liquor Interests which said the 
organization had set out to do Its part 
toward the election of Mr. Cox nnd 
called for assistance, flnnnclnl nnd oth¬ 
erwise. The reply of the Democrats 
to this Is thnt they have received no 
contributions from either the wets or 
the (lrys. 

# More serious, perhnps, was the ac¬ 
cusation mnde before the senators 
thnt the Democrats were brenklng the 
law by assessing federal officeholders 
for campaign money. W. D. Jamieson, 
director of finances for the Demo¬ 
cratic nntionnl committee, was ques¬ 
tioned closely concerning this nnd 
partly admitted Its truth, hut said the 
soliciting letters were sent to the 
homes of the officeholders nnd that he 
was soliciting funds from Democrats 
as Democrats, not ns federal officials. 
He snld his office had sent out about 
300,000 letters of nppenl. He told of 
a card index of 500,000 Democrats— 
with Incomes. But he snld the Income 
estlmntes were made by Democratic 
leaders In the various neighborhoods, 
not from the Income tax reports In 
the department nt Washington. 

The combined efforts of Senators 
Reed, Spencer, Edge nnd Kenyon 
brought out from Mr. Jamieson the 
fact thnt federal officials generally 
were solicited; thnt they were In¬ 
formed of the exnct nmount they were 
expected to give, nnd thnt only those 
who were so poorly paid that Mr. 
Jamieson “didn’t think It worth while 
to waste a 10-cent speclul delivery on 
a 1-eent man" were excepted from the 
assessment. 

Samuel Gompers and his associates 
In the management of the American 
Federation of Labor have finally an¬ 
nounced themselves In the mat¬ 
ter of the presidential campaign. 
The “nonpartisan political com¬ 
mittee" of the federation has Is¬ 
sued a report on the candidates 
for the presidency In which Governor 
Cox Is proclaimed a stronger cham¬ 
pion of organized labor than Senator 
Harding. Consequently members of 
unions are urged to vote for Cox. The 
report, which Is signed by Gompers, 
Mutthew Woll und Frank Morrison, 
lists ns "favorable" or “unfavorable” 
to labor the legislative record of Sen¬ 
ator Harding as a member of the Ohio 
state senate and in the United States 
senate on measures in which organized 
labor bad a speclul Interest. 

It does likewise with Mr. Cox as a 
member of the bouse In 1912 and as 
governor of Ohio In 1913, 1914, 1917- 
19-20. The records of the candidates 
are summed up as follows: 

Harding—Favorable, 7; unfavorable, 
10; paired unfavorably, 1. 

Cox—Fuvorable, 60; unfavorable, 0.

For dnys very few cars were operated. 

The rallroods of tbe country began 
operations on their own resources on 
September 1. During the six months 
In which their enrnings were guaran¬ 
teed by the transportation act they 
cost tbe government nbout $100,000,000 
n month. The only further aid they 
will get from tbe government comes 
from loans from the revolving fund 
created by the act. 

The Tennessee bouse of representa¬ 
tives tried to undo Its action In rati¬ 
fying tho suffrage amendment by ex¬ 
punging from Its journal all record of 
tbe ratification nnd voting to noncon¬ 
cur In the notion of tbe sennte. Next 
dny the sennte refused to join with 
the house In Its attempted reversal 
of the ratification. Secretary of State 
Colby says woman suffrage is an ac¬ 
complished fact nnd that there Is no 
chance for reconsideration. 

Another grant victory for the Poles 
was recorded last week. General 
Budenny’s bolshevist army, which had 
Invaded Galicia nnd was threat¬ 
ening Lemberg nnd the rich oil 
fields of that region, was cut 
off and virtually destroyed. Only 
a few detachments escaped and 
these were reported In disorderly re¬ 
treat. Budenny's men, mostly mount¬ 
ed, were advancing on Lublin nnd hnd 
nearly surrounded Znmosc, midway 
between that city nnd Lemberg, when 
the Poles flanked them nnd attacked 
from the east, putting them to rout. 
The Russians had walked into a trap 
deliberately set by the Poles. The 
losses of the reds In men and mate¬ 
rial were heavy. The ’’retirement” of 
this army was officially ndmltted by 
Moscow. 

In the north the Russo-Pollsh war de¬ 
generated Into n confused series of 
Isolated battles, various units of both 
sides being separated from their main 
commnnds nnd In some enses forced 
across the East Prussian border. In 
general, however, the Poles continued 
their successes of the former week, 
nnd they even ndvnnccd Into Lithuan¬ 
ian territory for strategic purposes 
despite the orders of Lithuania to the 
contrary. What Germany would do 
with the many thousnnds of reds who 
took refuge In East Prussia was a 
pressing question. The Poles feared 
these men would be permitted to re¬ 
enter Russian territory and rejoin 
their army, nnd there was reason for 
this fear. The Germans complained 
they hnd not enough troops there to 
guard the Interned reds, but their 
hatred of the Poles Is so great that 
their motives ore open to grave sus¬ 
picion. 

What promised to develop Into an¬ 
other severe blow for the soviet Rus¬ 
sians was the drive started by the 
Ukrainians in conjunction with Po¬ 
land. They began by forcing the reds 
across the Dniester river near Buczncz 
and capturing that city. They have 
another force operating along 
Dniester river and It is hoped that it 
can unite with Geueral Wrangel. 

The peace parley at Minsk broke up, 
but the bolshevik government an¬ 
nounced Its willingness to resume the 
negotiations at Riga. 

Dr. Walter Simons, German foreign 
minister, told the relchstag that pro¬ 
posals had been made to him to co- 
oporute with Russia against the west¬ 
ern powers as a means of breaking the 
bonds Imposed by the treaty of Ver¬ 
sailles, but that be hud rejected them 
because they would mean that Ger¬ 
many would become the theater of 
war. He said he had also rejected 
proposals to unite with the western 
powers against Russia. “No power at 
war with soviet Russia,” the foreign 
minister added, “need count on our 
, support." 

At last reporta Lord Mayor Mac- 
Swiney of Cork bad not succeeded in 
starving himself to death In Brlxton 
Jail, but was growing mysteriously 
stronger. The riots In Ireland and 
efforts elsewhere In bla behalf did not 
I cease, but the British government flat¬ 
ly refused to release him. Frank P, 
Walsh, chairman of tbe American com¬ 
mission for Irish Independence, after 
an interview with Secretary of State 
Colby, made the curious assertion that 
Mr. Colby has promised to "endeavur 
to do something and do It quickly" In 
behalf of the prisoner. What any 
i American official can do properly, in 
the circumstances, is s puzzle.

PROVIDE ENGINE 
WITH LUBRICANT 

Liquid in Crank Base Sometimes 
Thinned Out With Gasoline 
and Disaster Follows. 

MAKE CERTAIN OF RIGHT OIL 


Old Material Should Be Drawn Out 

and New Supply Put In for Every 
1,000 Miles of Driving—Keep 
Close Watch on Gauge. 

The wise car owner obeys his In¬ 
struction book explicitly. He fills the 
base of his engine with lubricant when 
oil Is necessary, as Indicated by the 
gnuge, but the Instruction book does 
not always advise him further regard¬ 
ing the oiling system. At the present 
high cost of lubricant more Instruc¬ 
tions are necessary. 

You may have liquid In the bnse of 
your engine, but Is it a lubricant? 
Many times tills liquid Is a combina¬ 
tion of cylinder oil and gnsoline. Its 
lubricating properties are poor and 
should the bearings bum out through 
lack of oil the owner Is apt to blame 
the oil for the trouble. Then he Im¬ 
mediately buys oil of another grade, 
without knowing the real reason for 
his trouble. 

Make Sure of Right Oil. 

The best way to make sure of hav¬ 
ing the right grade of oil is to use re¬ 
ligiously the oil recommended by the 
manufacturers of the particular car 
you drive. Depending upon the type 
of engine, crank-case oil should be 
changed regularly. Old lubricating oil 
should be drawn out and new oil put 
In for at least every 1,000 miles of 
driving. In special cases It Is advis¬ 
able to renew the oil much oftener, 
hut this Is the usual length of time It 
may be left In tlie engine. 

If tne engine doesn’t get a sufficient 
amount of oil It will run hot. If the 
driver does not notice that hia oil 
gauge Is failing to Indicate, It Is doubt¬ 
ful that he would know’ the engine was 
hot until It stopped and wouldn’t run 
any more. In such a case he would 
probably find that one or two, perhaps 
all, of the bearings are burnt out. 

Something Wrong. 

When the engine ts not getting 
enough oil It Is usually because the 
oil supply has been allowed to run 
low or there is something wrong with 
the circulating system—either the 
pump is not forcing the oil to the bear¬ 
ings properly or the pipes are plugged 
or the connections are loose or the 
strainer Is obstructed with foreign 
matter. 

Whenever the gauge does not func¬ 
tion properly the trouble should be 
Investigated at once. Make sure, first 
of all. that there Is enough oil in the 
crank case. Then take a careful look 
at the oil pipe connections to make 
sure that they are not leaking. If 
these are tight take out the oil strain¬ 
er and clean It and tf the trouble Is 
still In evidence disconnect all the oil 
pipes and stick wires through them or 
blow them out with the tire pump. 
Finally, a better adjustment of the oil 
puuip may be made to cause It to 
pump more -oil, provided Indications 
prove It to be Improperly adjusted. 

STEEL TO REMOVE BUSHINGS 

Tool Should Be Bent Slightly Near 
End and Long Enough to Pass 
Through Knuckle.

cable Is placed through the pipe, and 
the end frayed or untwisted. The 
opposite end of the cuble Is taped and 
wound with twine to afford a conveni¬ 
ent handle. 

The tool. Is used as Illustrated; 
gripping the pipe with the left hand, 
tho right hand is used to move the 
cuble bnck and forth In pump fashion. 
The projecting prongs scour tho pis¬ 
ton head and cylinder walls. 

After the carbon Is pulverized, the 
motor Is run for a few minutes with 
the spark plug left out, when the suc¬ 
tion and compression of' the piston 
blows most of the loose carbon out of 
the exhauBt port and the plug opening. 

A piece of steel wire cable should be 
used In making tills tool; soft-iron 
wire Is not stiff enough to be effective.

With the midsummer vacation sea¬ 
son In full swing, Camp Franklin 
d’Oller, the Legion holiday enterprise 
at Atlantic City, find Itself the center 
of attraction for a host of former serv¬ 
ice men who are taking advantage of 
the opportunity to spend a week, or 
two at the famous New Jersey seaside 
resort at a trifling cost. Since the 
formal Inauguration of the camp there 
has been a steady Influx of guests from 
all sections of the country, some com¬ 
ing from stutes us distant as Alabama 
and New Hampshire to mingle with 
crowds on the board walk and the 
beach, and live the life of a summer 
sojourner without undergoing the in¬ 
convenience of meeting hotel bills. 

The camp itself, located near the 
At’ illc City Yacht club, has twenty 
te^ts, capable of bousing 200 men at 
a cost to them of $5 a week apiece. 
Oots, mattresses, bedding and all fur¬ 
nishings are provided to the Legion 
vacatlouists, and a canteen on the 
grounds serves a breakfast and light 
luncheon.

MAKE MOST TRAGIC COLUMN 


-Missing Men- List Tells 8tory Any 
Pen Would Be Unable to 
Portray. 


MEDALS FOR WORLD WAR MEN 


Presentation of the Victory medals, 
to which 4,800,000 soldiers, sailors and 
marines are entitled for service In the 
World war, will be carried out In 
thousands of communities through the 
agency of the American Legion on 
Armistice day. Acceptance of the 
Legion's ofTer to aid the war depart¬ 
ment In tfie distribution of the med¬ 
als has been received by Franklin 
D'Oller, the national commander, and 
plans are nlrendy under way In many 
localities for the staging of elaborate 
ceremonies In connection with the for¬ 
mal presentation. 

An appenl for all of the 0,500 posts 
of the Legion to co-operate In the 
medal distribution enterprise In order 
that the celebration of Armistice day 
"may be memorable for years to come” 
was sent to the heads of all depart¬ 
ments by Mr. D'Oller. 

'Tt Is with wholesome pride In the 
triumph of our arms In the most cru¬ 
cial test of strength in history," he 
wrote, “that the Legion appeals to 
all Americans to make Armistice day 
1920, memorable fer years to come. 
We desire that It shall be above all 
elBe, a tribute to our country and our 
flag and the flogs of our allies. In 
other sense It should be a solemn, 
affectionate dedication of our lives to 
the principles for which more than 
100,000 of our countrymen and mil¬ 
lions of our comrades-ln-arma made 
the greatest sacrifice." 

Not only will the presentation of 
the medals be marked by Impressive 
ceremonies in every city and town In 
the country but celebrations will be

Into Its 
short compass Is edmpressed a host 
of heart throbs and a sweeping hu¬ 
man emotion that the pen of the most 
gifted novelist would be unable to por¬ 
tray. The Items are short, of neces¬ 
sity, but In the few words that go to 
make up each, volumes are spoken.

These Items, picked at random, from 
a typical column of "Missing Men” are 
only a few among thousands of a sim¬ 
ilar tenor.

Individually, either through a recruit¬ 
ing station or military or navy post 
or direct to the adjutant general of 
the army or the secretary of the navy. 
Medals were to be sent by mall to the 
home address of the recipient The 
award of a token so significant as the 
Victory medals marks an epoch in our 
history and should, and will be, invest¬ 
ed with appropriate ceremony.” 

Post commanders are now drawing 
from the government the official appli¬ 
cation forms with which to supply the 
ex-service men in their communities. 
The posts of New York city are pro¬ 
viding typewriters and the free serv¬ 
ices of notaries to all applicants. In¬ 
asmuch as it Is necessary that all 
forms be typewritten and certiAM. 

Any veteran may apply to any one 
of the 9,500 posts in the Legion to 
make application for his medal. This 
offer applies to non-members as well 
as members of the Legion. Special 
consideration will be given gold star 
mothers uud other next-of-kin who 
are entitled to the medals of men who 
died In the service. Uuless the appli¬ 
cant otherwise specifies, medals ap¬ 
plied for through Legion channels will 
be retained in charge of the command¬ 
er of the post through which the appli¬ 
cation was made, until Armistice d#y 
when the formal presentation will be 
made. 

Men who already have applied for 
their medals through other channels 
may turn them In to any Legion poet 
for preaeutatloo on November 11.

T HIS smnll person Is much pleased 
with life In genera! and her new 
coat In particular, nnd she has no 
monopoly of pleasure In the new styles 
for children. For little girls the re¬ 
cently arrived couts are the most in¬ 
genious and the most pleasing that 
have come to pass in recent years. 
They ought to be, to appease us for 
our much-abused nnd depleted pocket- 
books which they have helped to flat¬ 
ten: for children's coats are among 
the list of things that have Increased 
most In price. But pnrents hearts 
are soft; a procession of new frocks 
nnd coats for girls will wheedle them 
out of more coin than It should and 
reconcile them to Its loss. 

Velours Is ns much n favorite for 
little people ns for grownups. It ap¬ 
pears on the little girl pictured here 
in a coat suited to a child nnywhere 
from four to eight years old nud shows 
how well It looks with border of wool 
angora. This fuzzy and childish-look¬ 
ing trimming makes the cuffs that 
finish off plain sleeves nnd the little 
choker collar with two make-believe 
ermine tails that bring It to a happy 


ending. There Is further cause for 
satisfaction In a bnnd of embroidery 
on the angora. The picture tells the 
simple story of this garment perf ;ct- 
ly. It Is merely a full skirt Joined to 
n plain body that buttons at the left 
front npd Is extended at the back and 
front Into a rounded tab below the 
waistline. 

There are coats with big cape col¬ 
lars nnd big patch pockets quite out 
of proportion to the small garments 
they adorn but sure to delight young 
ladles from four to ten who are ob¬ 
servant of grown up styles and know 
what they want. Velours, duvetyn 
nnd homespun are used for making 
them, or a tiny girl may be Indulged 
In velvet. There are others with deep 
pointed yokes to which full skirts are 
guthered. Wide choker collars of fur 
nnd round fur buttons make one’s Joy 
complete In them. But about the best 
*of all are coats having senrfs and 
cuffs of different materials. Such 
conts nre straight garments “all but¬ 
toned up before,” with narrow belts, 
deep cuffs and scarfs'embroldered with 
bright colored wool across the ends.

RELIEF FUND 

The Relief Meeting called by the* 
Selectmen for last Friday evening at 
South Weymouth was well attended 
by men and women. The gathering 
was inadfe up largely of South Wey 
mouth peoples hut four of the Select¬ 
men were there and a few representa¬ 
tives from other parts of the town. 

Selectman Humphrey presided and 
spoke of the urgent need of prompt 
relief. 

Representative Prince H. Tirrell l 
complimented the young ladies who! 
had already been quite successful in 
raising funds by the sale of tags. He 
favored a committee to raise and ad¬ 
minister a local fund, nnd moved the 
appointment. 

Mrs. Brown said a committee of 
the Special Aid Society had inaugu¬ 
rated the tag sale, and hoped several 
checks would be added. There were 
also several hundred dbllars in the 
"war chest” which might be available. 

Selectman Hastings opposed taking 
the money from the war chest, believ¬ 
ing It should be held for future needs 
of the World War veterans. 

Chairman Hawes of the Board of 
Selectmen favorc-d the motion to ap¬ 
point a' committee, as several thousand 
dollars should be raised. He had In 


his pocket a check of $25 from Cres¬ 
cent lodge of Odd Fellows. 

A discussion followed as to how the 
committee was to he constituted, how 
many etc. Some thought the princi¬ 
pal duty of the committee would be 
to disburse the funds equitably. 

Voted, that a committee be ap¬ 
pointed by the Selectmen. 

Selectman Hastings announced that 
Mr. Dondero had given the use of 
hall and would later give a benefit; 
(hat A. L. McC.rory was tills evening 
giving a benefit at the Odd Fellows 
Opera House. East Weymouth, that 
the Old Colony Driving Club would 
give a benefit, nnd that there would 
be n benefit ball game; that David 
Crawford had contributed tags; How¬ 
ard Joy, flyers; and the Weymouth 
Gazette nnd Trnnscrlpt. free advertis¬ 
ing. He nlso had a check for $50, 
nnd a gift of $1 from a ,person who 
could 111 afford it. The Indies nre do¬ 
ing a wonderful work In raising funds. 

No one was ready to give any 
figures as to individual losses, or 
real owners' One out of town bank 
is interested in four of the estates 
damaged. Prompt repairs of houses 
was urged. None of the property 
was covered by tornado insurance. 

Thomas P. Vallle spoke nl length 
on the need of a full report later, on 
funds raised and how disbursed, which 
caused some discussion. On his mo¬ 
tion. it was voted later that the com¬ 
mittee report at a public meeting to 
be held in three months.

When First Put Into a Brooder They 
Should Be Protected by Board 
or Wire Frame.

When chickens nn« first put Into ft 
brooder they should he confined under 
or around the hover by plnclng n boon! 
or wire frame n few Inches outside 
(this would not apply to the small 
outdoor colony brooders). Tin* fence 
or guard should he moved gradually 
farther away from the hover and dis¬ 
carded entirely when the chickens are 
three or four days old, or when they 
have learned to return to the source 
of heat, poultry specialists In the 
United States department of agricul¬ 
ture say. 

Young chickens should he closely 
watched to see that they do not huddle 
together or get chilled. They should 
he allowed to run on the ground 
whenever the weather Is favorable, 
as they do much better than when kept 
continuously on cement or honrd 
lloors. Weak chickens should usually 
he killed as soon ns noticed, as they 
rarely mnke good stock, while they 
may become carriers of disease. 
Brooders should he disinfected at least 
once n year, and more frequently If 
the chickens brooded In them liavo 
had any disease.

Farm Letter 

THE ONE-ACRE GARDEN 

By Edward Lukeman 
As one sere Is more of a garden 
than the nverage person who Is em¬ 
ployed In other lines of work regu 
larly would be able to care tor, I 
would suggest that part of it be de- 
voted lo poultry, as well as pigs. For 
the poultry, I would suggest having 
three yards planted to oats and barley, 
letting the birds remain two weeks 
In each yard. 

For the pigs, It would be better to 
have two yards, but If not convenient 
you can make one do. I would have 
the yard at lc-nst 30 by 20, but as 
much larger as possible, the larger 
the better. Not knowing the number 
of birds you keep, it is not advisable 
to give any figures regarding the size 
of the yards. 

However, making liberal allowance 
for the poultry and hog yards, you 
will probably have left one-half acre 
to be devoted to vegetables, fruit, 
trees and small fruits. 

To begin with in the garden. Hie 
first tiling 1 would do Is to make a 
strawberry lied. As I went into the 
matter of culture fully in a recent 
issue of this paper. I will not dwell 
further upon It. I would suggest, 
however, that you preserve the papers, 
and If you cut out the articles and 
put them Into a sc.^p-book, and index 
them at the time, It will be an easy 
matter to find the article you wish 
to refer to. 

But to get back to the garden; af¬ 
ter you have the strawberry bed 
planted, you ought to make a good 
asparagus bed and for this year will 
require 100 two-year-old roots. Make 
the land very rich where you Intend 
to make the bed. Dig a trench 1% 
leet deep. Put 6 inches of manure 
at the bottom and cover with 0 inches 
of eahh. Set the roots 15 inches 
a,part. As the roots commence to 
grow, keep covering with earth until 
you have the trench level full. Make 
the rows about 4% to 5 feet apart, 
you can cut sparingly the second year, 
and after that a full crop each year, 
or as long as you keep the bed in 
good condition. As I stated above, 
don’t neglect to make the land very, 
very rich. This is imperative, if you 
wish to grow good asparagus. They 
are several varieties to select front, 
but my experience is that if there is 
any difference its the manure—mak¬ 
ing the ground very rich—that causes 
it. 

You ought to plant one dozen hills 
of rhubarb of the Giant variety. You 
will have to keep the ground very 
rich and clear of weeds. Treated in 
this manner, you will be sure to ob¬ 
tain good results. 

Now in regard to the large fruits, 

I would try to keep these on the edge 
of the garden instead of having them 
all over, as it is a difficult Job to .plow 
the garden where trees are growing in 
every part. So kpep them on the 
edge. I would plant the iollowing 
varieties: 

For summer, Red Astraihan. 

For fall. Wealthy. 

For winter,. Baldwins and Rhode 
Island Greenings. 

I have not mentioned Northern Spry 
or McIntosh Red, as Northern Spry 
is a long time coming Into bearing, 
and the McIntosh will drop from the 
tree badly, unless given extra good 
care. In quality, no apple surpasses 
these two. hut they require constant 
care and attention, and unless you 
intend to see they get It. better let 
these two apples severely alone. 

Plant the apple-trees 40 feet apart , 1

In 1S95 
there were over 600,000 volumes. The 
cornerstone of the new structure was 
laid Nov. 2S. 1S8S. The building was 
completed In February, 1895, at a cost, 
exclusive of the land, of $2,368,000, 
and was thrown open to the public In 
March. 

The building Is 225 feet long and 
227 feet deep, and the height from the 
sidewalk to the top of the cornice Is 
70 feet. The material Is granite, 
quarried at Milford, Mass. The elab¬ 
orate arcade Includes thirteen arches 
in the front, on Dartmouth street, and 
eleven on Boylston street, with artis¬ 
tic decorations by leading artists ot 
the period. Including Augustus St. 
Gaudens, Demingo Mora, and Kenyon 
Cox. 

The triple arched entrance on Cop¬ 
ley Square lends into the main vesti¬ 
bule. and thence by three doorways 
into the entrance hall, the flour, walls 
and vaulted celling of which are en 
tlrely of pink Knoxville marble, the 
floor being inlaid with brown Knox 
vllle and Levanto marbles. The door 
ways are copied from the entrance of 
the Ereetheian, or Temple of Ereeth- 
eus, on the Acropolis of Athens, and 
arp closed with bronze doors in low 
relief. At the left as one enters Is 
a bronze statue by McMonnif.s of Sir 
Harry Vane, Governor of Massachu¬ 
setts In l’636-37. 

The entrance hall leads to the mag¬ 
nificent staircase of Sienna marble, 
leading to the main rooms of the Lit) 
rary on the floor above, which is di 
vided into three aisles of gray Iowa 
sandstone, with side walls of the 
same material. The ceiling Is vaulted 
with marble mosaic. The flom is of 
white Georgia marble, Inlaid with 
brass Intaglios, including the signs 
and symbols of the zodiac. The oorr 
dors which lead to the interior court 
are watnscotted in Italian marble, and 
cn the walls are broad Poirytelon pan 
els in Pompeian red, with the masks 
of Comedy and Tragedy. 

The grand staircase is unequalled 
in richness and magnificence by any 
thing elsewhere in the United States 
It tells the visitor that he Is within a 
building that is none the less a pal 
ace for being the property of the 
people and not of a king. The treads 
are of echallion, an ivory gray mar 
ble quarried in France and marbled 
with fossil shells. The walls are 
sheathed in yellow, richly variegated 
j marble, front the neighborhood of 
l Sienna, Italy, saffron, topaz, and a 
half dozen shades of yellow blend 
in an indescribable richness oT effect.

PROGRESS OF THE MACHINE 

Numerous Complicated Inventions 
That Do Work Better Than It 
Can Be Done by Hand. 

American Inventors are designing 
scores of machines that automatically 
do work so complicated thnt It hnB 
heretofore been done only hy hnnd. 
Some of these are remarkably efficient 
nnd clever. Current Opinion lists a 
few of them: 

Machines thnt will automatically 
mnke boxes from sheets of cardboard, 
put them together, tuck In the bottom 
end, place Jar or bottle with circular 
or directions therein, and then tuck 
In the top, making a complete car¬ 
toned package without the touch of 
the human hand. Machines thnt will 
build up a carton or box, weigh nnd 
fill the same with powder or n floury 
substance, place cover on box, then 
wrap the box completely with a print¬ 
ed wrapper, and then plnce a trade 
mark seal on each end of the package. 
Machines thnt will label bottles (120 
per minute), bottles fed from maga¬ 
zine and labeled automatically. Ma¬ 
chines Ironing and folding sheets, pil¬ 
low cases, towels, handkerchiefs nnd 
napkins. Mndhlnes folding nnd Dihel- 
Ing shoe and corset laces automat¬ 
ically. Machines that will assemble 
nnd wrap hard candles, rolling them 
Into n package, producing 2. r >.000 pack- 
ages in a day. Machines that wttl au¬ 
tomatically wrap cigars lu paper nnd 
foil. Mnchlnes thnt automatically 
wrap sandwiches or fold paper nnp- 
klns. Machines for automatically as¬ 
sembling and producing various kinds 
of buttons and for cracking all kluds 
of nuts.

"Ueta the emperor would have all 
his messes or dishes served In at his 
table orderly, according to the first let¬ 
ters of their names; for example, 
those that began with p. as pig, pie, 
pike, puddlugs, pouts, porks, pancakes, 
etc., were all served In together, and 
so of 111! the rest."—Chicago News.

Wood Believed to Be Basis of Jet, Sub¬ 
stance Long Used for Various 
Ornaments. 

Jot Is n sort of lignite or nntlirnclte, 
often cut nnd poll.shod, which Iiur tho 
peculiarities In weight nnd texture of 
the hardest kind of anthracite. It hns 
been used In Britain Blnce before his¬ 
toric times, and was common In tho 
bronze ago, from which limes have 
come Jot bonds, buttons, rings, armlets 
nnd other ornaments. 

Julius Cnesur alludes to the abund¬ 
ance of Jet In" Britain, nnd Jet orna¬ 
ments are found with Roman relics 
In them. Tho monks used Jet for ros¬ 
ary bends nt Whitby Abbey, and at 
Whitney, where It was found In the 
greatest nhnndnnco. It occurs In Ir¬ 
regular masses In hard shale known ns 
Jet rock. 

Often microscopic examination dis¬ 
closes coniferous wood In the compo¬ 
sition of Jet. It Is probable thnt Jet 
wns developed when mnsses of wood 
drifted down n-rlver, rotted or became 
wnter logged nnd snnk out nt sen, be¬ 
coming gradually burled in a deposit 
of fine mud which hardened eventually 
Into shale. Sometimes drops of bl- 
tuniln are found In Jet cavities, which 
Reems to confirm the suspicion of its 
wood origin.—Detroit News. 

Adapting Natural Power. 

With the ever-Incrcasing supply of 
electrical energy furnished by the de¬ 
velopment of Switzerland's Mist re¬ 
sources In wnter power, consideration 
of various electrlcnlly driven house¬ 
hold npplInnceB Is growing from year 
to year, reports Consul Francis R.

In answer to n query as to the dif¬ 
ference between a cytlone and a tor¬ 
nado. the Globe soys: 

"A cyclone is a circular or rotary 
storm of wind varying from f>0 to 50rt 
miles in diameter, revolving around n 
center which advances at a rate that 
may ho as high as 40 miles an hour, 
and toward which the wind tends.

Attempt of Communists to Run 
Metal Industries of Italy 
Likely to Fail. 


TECHNICAL MEN HOLD OUT 


Lithuanians Open Hostilities Against 

the Poles—British Won't Release 

Irish Hunger Strikers—Destruc- 
~~ tlve Earthquake In Italy—De¬ 
velopments in Politics.

Soviet rule In the Industrial region 
of northern Itnly came rather sudden¬ 
ly, but It was not unexpected by those 
■who were watching developments 
there. The experiment of the workers 
Js of great Interest, but the Indications 
are that It will be n failure. 

Employers In the big metallurgical 
works of thnt part of the country un¬ 
dertook to head off u threatened gen¬ 
eral strike for lucrensed wages by put¬ 
ting a lockout Into effect. The Imme¬ 
diate result was the seizure of the 
plants by the workers, who put them 
under the management of the soviets, 
and are trying to opernte them on com¬ 
munistic principles. The owners did 
not resist, but the technical and ad¬ 
ministrative stuffs unanimously re¬ 
fused to Join In with the others, and 
consequently the lutter are having u 
hard time In making good. They have 
no one cnpable of directing their ef¬ 
forts, and thousands of them are drift¬ 
ing nwn.v and refusing to work at all. 
In the plants that are running the 
waste Is said to be nppnlling. 

So far the communists have gener¬ 
ally refrained from violence—Indeed, 
there has been no occasion for It. 
Therefore the government has declined 
to Interfere, trusting that the employ¬ 
ers and men will Anally adjust their 
differences. The government of Italy 
Is in a more precarious position than 
any other of the great powers and 
cannot afford to antagonize the lubor- 
Ites and communists. If the soviet 
movement spreads to other Industries 
and Interferes with the public services 
and the provisioning of the people, 
Premier Giolltti may be forced to in¬ 
tervene. in order to meet that event¬ 
uality, It Is said, the employees of the 
communized automobile factories at 
Turin are building armored cars ami 
tanks, and the airplane makers at 
Brescia lire mounting on planes a num¬ 
ber of machine guns that were secret¬ 
ly removed from the arsenal at Ven¬ 
ice. The situation may be cleared up 
by two conferences that opened near 
the dose of the week. 

Italian manufacturers declare that 
the wage Increase demanded by the 
600,000 metal workers employed by 
them would adtl at least 1.000,000,000 
lire to their pay roll, uml that this 
burden could not be sustained. They 
point out that Italy pays IS times the 
pre-war price for coal, while Kngluud 
pays only three times, America only 
3.5. France six. uml even Germany 
only 1L As a result foreign produc¬ 
tion Is replacing Italluu. 


advantage of this complication and re¬ 
newed their attacks on the Poles, hut 
with smnll success or utter failure.

Predictions tlint the Germnns would 
be unwilling or unable to disnrm and 
properly Intern the many thousands 
of Russians who were forced across 
the East Prussian border have been 
fulfilled. Several times lately large 
bodies of these reds have recrossed 
the frontier and attacked Polish po¬ 
sitions. They were captured or re¬ 
pulsed, but Poland naturally Is peeved. 
She has sent notes to the allied pow¬ 
ers, demanding thnt Germany be com¬ 
pelled to follow the rules of warfare 
and keep these bolshevik forces in re¬ 
straint. The Poles allege that the en¬ 
tire Third bolshevik cavalry corps In 
East Prussia has been neither dis¬ 
armed nor interned and their horses 
have not been taken away from them. 
They say these troops are In a posi¬ 
tion to ehnrge across the frontier 
whenever they wish. The Germans 
reply thnt they have Insufficient reichs- 
wehr troops to guard so many reds. 

The Independent Socialists of Ger¬ 
many have turned against the Lenine 
regime in Russia, und in conference at 
Berlin they declared ngnlnst union 
with Moscow. Prof. Karl Bnllod, one 
of their wisest lenders, who has been 
in Russia for several months, told them 
the Russian soviet chiefs have failed 
to show that they can establish social¬ 
ism In their country and have proved 
themselves wholly incapable of effect¬ 
ing an economic restoration of Ilus- 
sln. He pictured the food, transporta¬ 
tion nnd Industrial conditions there ns 
deplorable. The Germutis were high¬ 
ly dlspleused with the ant!-soclnlistic 
policies adopted by Lenine and Trot- 
zky. 


Reports from southern Russia dur¬ 
ing the week were contradictory. One 
day there would he a story of the de¬ 
feat of Baron Wrnngel’s forces, and 
the next day dispatches telling of vic¬ 
tories over the reds. At tills time the 
latest report Is that Wraugel’s troops 
had surrounded the bolshevlkl at Kach- 
ovka and that a fierce battle was in 
progress with the bridge over tho 
Dnieper river ns the immediate prize. 
The town Is of great strategic value. 
The Russians are using most of their 
reserves in combating Wrangel. The 
Polish general stnlf hns declined to 
undertake n Joint offensive against the 
reds In combination with Wrangel, 
pointing out that pence negotiations 
at Riga are Imminent and that the al¬ 
lied attitude prevents the renewing of 
the campaign unless the soviet gov¬ 
ernment refuses equitable terms.

The great Carrara marble 
qunrrles are about In the center of she 
shaken region, nnd It was reported 
thnt hundreds of workers were en¬ 
tombed there. Relief agencies got into 
operation quickly, and King Victor Em¬ 
manuel hurried to the scene to do what 
he could, directing the efforts of the 
rescuers, nnd feeding nnd consoling the 
survivors. 

Later in the week there were new 
quakes, In the Emilia district, caus¬ 
ing further loss of lives and destruc¬ 
tion of property. 


In matters political the presidential 
candidates and the campaign fund In¬ 
vestigation had to share Interest last 
week with some Important primaries. 
The results of these were not satis¬ 
factory to the upholders of President 
Wilson’s draft of the league covenant, 
for their opponents scored In three 
states, widely separated. In New 
Hampshire United States Senator 
Moses, who Is one of the “Irreconcll- 
ables," was renominated by the Re¬ 
publicans, having a majority of 12,000 
over II. L. Spaulding in a total vote 
of 45,000. Spaulding advocated a 
league with the Lodge reservations; 
what may have counted more, he was 
opposed to woman suffrage. 

Georgia’s Democratic primaries re¬ 
sulted In the nomination ofThomnsE. 
Watson, former Populist, for United 
States senator. Ills opponents were 
Senator Hoke Smith and Gov. Hugh 
Dorsey, the latter making the race as 
an administration candidate and ac¬ 
cepting the lengue ns submitted by 
President Wilson. Watson hns been 
an open foe of the administration nnd 
opposes the league In any form. 

A third test was In Wisconsin, where 
the Republicans renominated Senator 
Irvine L. Lenroot, u Lodge reservation- 
ist. 

Senator Brandegee was renominated 
by the Republicans of Connecticut, and 
Senator Marcus Smith by the Demo¬ 
crats of Arizona. 


Polish troots*, in their alterations 
against the Russiaus, have ruu afoul 
oi the Lithuanians, and hostilities have 
broken out between the two countries. 
The bone of contention Is the province 
of Suwalki. which is inhabited main¬ 
ly by Lithuanians and was given to 
Lithuania by Russia when the Poles 
were driven out recently. Attacking 
suddenly, the Lithuanians defeated the 
Pules iu the region of Seiny und then 
|>y forced marches advanced beyond 
the city of Suwalki. with the evident 
Intention of assaulting the Auguslowo 
fortress, to which heavy Polish re-en- 
forcexueiits were rushed. Poland pra¬ 
ttled to the League of Nations against 
the action of Lithuania, but that coun¬ 
try refused to accept the Name, stat¬ 
ing that it does not recognize the lines 
of demarcation fixed by Earl Curzuu 
aud Marshal Koch, but is reudy to 
cense hostilities aud negotiate a new¬ 
line.

TO WAR AGAINST SWINDLERS IN THE “MISSING MEN” LIST 

National Organization Takes Steps bo Additional Cases In Which Informa- 
Swing Full Foroe to Stamp tlon Is Being Sought by Rela- 

Out Practice. tives and Friends. 


National and departmental officer* 
of the American Lepton have recently 
brought to light several instances in 
which unscrupulous swindlers have 
successfully capitalized the grief of the 
next of kin of Americans who lost their 
lives In the world war, and the organi¬ 
zation’s national headquarters has 
tnken steps to swing the full force of 
the more than 0,000 Legion posts be¬ 
hind a movement to stamp out the 
practice. 

The mother of a dead soldier whose 
grave hnd never been located recently 
was told by one of these pnrnsltes that 
he would visit Washington, if she paid 
his expenses, and find out at first-hand 
what could be done. Later, the impos¬ 
tor reported success and advised the 
bereaved fumlly that the body would 
be sent homo. A brother become sus¬ 
picious and by a personal call at the 
war deportment learned that no In¬ 
quiry ever batl been made. 

Another woman, whose son had not 
been heard from since he was reported 
wounded while fighting in the Ar- 
gonne, received a letter signed with 
her son’s name, asking her to send him 
money. She made h trip to Cleveland, 
O., only to find thnt the letter was a 
hoax. Later, Bho received a telegram 
signed with her son’s name and noti¬ 
fied the police in the town from which 
the message hod been sent. The man 
who hnd attempted to defraud her was 
arrested. 

At the Instigation of the Legion, po¬ 
lice of n California city nre on the 
trail of a man said to have made a 
practice of corresponding with the next 
of kin of deceased soldiers with a view 
to defrauding them. He wrote a let¬ 
ter purporting to give first-hand Infor¬ 
mation concerning the death of one of 
these missing soldiers, whereas Inves¬ 
tigation showed that the writer of the 
letter had never been outside the Uni¬ 
ted States during the war. 

Lemuel Bolles, Legion national adju¬ 
tant, has urged all posts and depart¬ 
ments to assist In warning relatives of 
missing heroes aguinst paying any 
money for Information or service of 
this nature, as both the Legion nnd the 
war department are willing to provide 
all available authentic Information at 
ull times without charge. 

“40 MEN AND EIGHT HORSES” 

Organization Within Organization At¬ 
tracting Large Membership From 
Men Who Served in France. 

Formed qs an organization within an 
organ laatiou. Le Soclete des 40 
liouimes et S Chevaux of The Ameri¬ 
can Legion Is attracting a heavy mem¬ 
bership from the ranks of those vet¬ 
erans who recall the days and nights 
»f rolling by box car over the rails of 
France. Charters for local vultures 
are being issued by the Chef de Chem- 
in de Fer at Philadelphia, and a dis¬ 
tinctive chapeau with u bronze budge 
lias been adopted. 

Much mystery enshrouds the doings 
of Le Soclete, which possesses a ritual 
ull Its own and demands an Initiation 
fee of 12. Only members of the Le¬ 
gion are eligible to belong to the soci¬ 
ety and termination of membership In 
the Legion brings with it elimination 
from 40 Homines. Almost 1,000 mem¬ 
bers of the uew society, it Is expected, 
will be In Cleveland during the 1-eglon 
convention September 27, 2S. 28. at 
which time they will effect a perma¬ 
nent organization.

LEGION’S DEBTS ARE REDUCED 

Claims Against Organization Have 

Been Lowered $30,000 Per Month, 
Treasurer Announces. 

The reduction of the indebtedness of 
the American Legion from $343,048 to 
$1117,214 In five months, or at the rate 
of approximately $30,000 a month, has 
been announced by Robert H. Tyndall, 
national treasurer, at Indianapolis. His 
statement covers the Indebtedness up 
to June 30. 

The high mark of $343,048 was 
reached on January 31, and since then 
there has been a steady reduction of 
the deficit In a previous announce¬ 
ment Mr. Tyndull declared that the Le¬ 
gion’s old indebtedness of $267,000, 
borrowed last summer for preliminary 
organization work, had been paid In 
full. 

The treasurer’s books show that the 
Indebtedness of $107,214 outstanding 
on Jane 30 Is offset easily threefold by 
the assets of the American Legion. 
The deficits at the end of the first six 
months of the year are shown in the 
following table: 

January 31, $343,648.13; February 
29, $294,183.88; March 31, $230,963.61; 
April 30. $238.254.47; May 31. $240,060.- 
91; June 30. $197,214.22.

VARIETIES OF COURAGE 


“Is this the rrvnf, Is this the roof?" 
asked one of the birds. 

“Yr*. this Is It, this Is It." said an¬ 
other. 

"And do you renlly think we'll have 
a banquetasked n third. 

'Ttu sure of It. I’ve never known It 
to fall." 

"T>n yon suppose we will have any 
wnter to drink? I’m so thirsty,” said 
another bird. 

“Yes, you’ll hnve that, too," said a 
bird whp seemed to know about every¬ 
thing. 

"Whatever made her do It In the 
first plnee, do you suppose?" asked 
one of the birds who had Just come 
nnd lienrd nbout what was going on. 

“It was this way,” snld the bird 
who knew nil uhout the banquet, nnd 
who hnd told the other birds nbout 
It. “yes, this Is the way I believe It 
happened. 

“Not long ngo this elderly lady snld 
she thought that It would be nice to 
fix up a summer roof for the birds of 
the city. Of course we hnve the 
parks, hut many of us find ourselves 


In the manner of housing fowls there- 
are two systems widely different in 
their extremes. Al one extreme Is the 
colony plan, which consists In placing 
stnnll houses for small flocks far 
enough part to obviate the necessity 
of fences, thus giving free range,with 
but little mingling of the different 
flocks. At the other extreme wo hnvo' 
the continuous house. This kind of 
house consists of a series of separate 
pens, under one roof, opening directly 
Into a hallway In the roar, or having 
doors between the pens without the 
hallway, or opening Into a hallway and 
also Inti* one another. There are sev¬ 
eral plans and arrangements between 
these two extremes which may he built 
to suit varying conditions. 

The advantages of the colony plan, 
according to poultry specialists In (he

“There are scores of different kinds 
of courage In this world, and you 
can’t expect one man to hnve them 
all. A man tnn.v tremblp nnd cringe 
when threatened with physical vio¬ 
lence. and yet slnnd up serene and 
magnificent when the assessor comes 
to the door, nnd there’s nothing finer 
than that sort of moral courage. 

'‘There used to he a blacksmith In 
this town who had a wide reputation 
as a lire enter, lie wasn’t afraid of 
anything, people said. If lie heard of 
a promising bruiser anywhere in the 
countryside, he couldn’t rest until lie 
had mixed things with him. And he 
didn’t ask for purses or other Induce¬ 
ments. Tie engaged in combat Just 
because lie loved It, and was happiest 
when his nose was knocked to one 
side, nnd his eyes were bunged up so 
that In* couldn’t see whether he was 
going or coining, llo acted the hero on 
several occasions, rescuing people from 
burning buildings, and saving gents 
who were drowning and his nerve 
became n byword. 

“Well, In the fullness of time his 
teeth went wrong and his head swelled 
up until It looked like n squash. He 
bought about a million things at the 
drug store, nnd they wouldn’t relieve 
(lie pain. The doctor told him ho 
could have his sufferings ended In five 
minutes by going to the dentist’s, but 
tln^ Idea turned him faint. At last lie 
hnd to go, and the dentist told me he 
never saw such a doggone coward.

I’ve a lot of 
pent-up eloquence Inside of me that 
ought to lie turned loose for the* edifi¬ 
cation and Instruction of the people. 
Hut every time I’m called upon for n 
few timely remarks, I’m scared stiff, 
and can’t say a blamed word. I Just 
gurgle and splutter like u sunstruck 
lunatic, nnd hate myself for three 
weeks after It. 

“Hut when Kersmlth Is called, he 
rises without a tremor, nnd smiles 
sweetly upon the audience, and goes 
ahead saying what be has to say as 
though In his own arm chair by Ids fire¬ 
side. I’d be willing to have my nose 
and ears twisted several times to have 
his courage.”

Colony Houses Allow Flocks Free 
Range. 


United States department of agricul¬ 
ture. are, first, small flocks on free 
range; second, no expense for fencing; 
third, there is less need for scrupulous 
attention to cleanliness and providing 
regular supplies of animal nnd vege¬ 
table feed during summer months. 
This plan, however, has the following 
disadvantages: First, extra cost of 

labor In caring for fowls In stormy 
weather, when It will often be difficult 
to get around to feed and care for llie* 
fowls regularly; second, houses built 
on the colony plan, If built as well, 
cost more than a continuous bouse of 
the same capacity, for partitions, 
which may be constructed largely of 
wire netting, arc much cheaper than 
two end walls; third, the colony plan 
allows only about 100 birds to the 
acre, while the continuous-house sys¬ 
tem, with suitable yards, allows 450 to 
500 birds to the acre.

ROOSTS FOR LITTLE CHICKS 


Difficult to Keep Youngsters Clean If 
They Are Permitted to Re¬ 
main on Floor. 


English Cup Races 


King’s Yacht 


It Is often advisable to teaeli the 
chicks to roost when eight to twelve 
weeks of age. When they are allowed 
to remain on the* floor It Is difficult ti* 
keep them clean nnd to keep them 
from crowding. If wide roosts—three 
to four Inches—are used there Is but 
little, if any, more danger of crooked 
breasts than.If the chicks are allowed 
to remain on the floor. 

The chicks enn generally be taught 
to roost by putting the perches near 
tin* floor and placing with them one 
or two old liens nr older chicks that 
are in the habit of roosting. If this 
plan Is Inconvenient «>r dues not prove 
effective, the chicks may be placed on 
the perches after dark for a few 
nights, until they have learned to ge 
there of their own accord, soy poultry 
specialists of the United States depart* 
ment of agriculture.

TEST OUT BROODING SYSTEM 


Greatest Loss Is Due to Chilling Re¬ 
ceived While Being Transferred 
From Incubator. 




“I went to the flower show today, 
where I saw orchids nnd chrysanthe¬ 
mums of all colors. The orchids were 
of yellow and purple and lavender and 
green nnd the chrysanthemums were 
of the most beautiful colors, they 
were the very early autumn ones.

Thickens ure usually left In the In¬ 
cubator from 24 to :tfi hours lifter 
hatching, without feeding, before they 
are removed to the brooder, which 
should have been In operation for a 
day or two ut the proper temperature 
for receiving the chickens, say special¬ 
ists of the United States department 
of agriculture. A beginner should try 
tils brooding system carefully before 
lie uses It. After placing Hie chicken 
in the brooder they can be given feed 
and water. Subsequent loss in chick¬ 
ens Is frequently due to eldlllug re¬ 
ceived while taking them from the In¬ 
cubator to the brooder. They should 
be moved In a covered basket or re¬ 
ceptacle In cool or cold weather.

THE NEGLECTED ORCHARD 

By Edward Lukeman 

The past year the price of apples 
reached the highest In the history of 
this country, and for this reason, if 
no other, should stimulate everyone 
who has an orchard to try hard to 
bring It Into profitable bearing. 

If the trees are very old, and have 
been badly neglected, so that, decay 
has already set in and penetrates be¬ 
yond the center, then not much can 
be done, but I would till the cavity ns 
far as possible with cement, and this 
may prolong the life of the tree many 
yenrs, and you may he able to secure 
several crops. Then again, again a 
high wind may blow the tr<*e over, 
and your work will go for nothing. 
Its a chance that you take, hut I 
Ehoulil consider it worth while. 

Having done this, all old or dead 
wood should ho cut out. If the trees 
are nearly dead from scale, you will 
have to spray them either with a 
preparation known as scalescite, or 
Fine and sulphur. The scaler,cite you 
I will have to buy, hut the lime-sulphur 
i you can make yourself. All you have 
to do, is find something that will hold 
live gallons of water. Make n lire 
outdoors and bring the water to a 
boiling point. Then put 20 pounds 
of lime, and IS pounds sulphur into 
the wnter. Mix well from time to 
time, and at the end of 45 minutes it 
! should he the color of mahogany and 
well mixed; if so, it is ready for use, 
and ytfu should use it at the rate of 
one gallon mixed with 9 gallons of 
water. 

If you only have a few trees, I 
would advise purchasing this mixture 
already prepared, but if you have 
several, then it Is chea,per to make 
It yourself. It will kill every scale 
it comes In contact with, and I have 
seen trees nearly dead, brought back 
to life and made strong and vlgourous 
by this treatment. Whatever you do 
don’t neglect this spray. It can be

VEYMOUTH LIGHT AND POWl 
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CANADA’S HARVEST 
IS OVER 


Threshing Shows Increase Over 
Expected Yields. 

The Winnipeg Free Press of n few 
days ajjo contained n cartoon of which 
the following I* a copy:

From all sections of the country, the 
most optimistic reports are received, 
the local and city papers are filled 
with reports from twenty to thirty 
bushels of wheat to the acre, while In 
some places oats are showing a record 
of as high ns 120 bushels to the acre. 

Referring to Saskatchewan, It Is con¬ 
fidently expected that the wheat yield 
will he nearly 125 million bushels. 
Heavy rains which fell In districts that 
did not promise so well In July, had 
greatly Improved the prospects there, 
and there Is no question that paying 
yields will he produced. The yields In 
the eastern part of the province may 
not show to the advantage that will 
those of the western part, hut too 
much cannot be said of (his, for It Is 
the results as they come from the ma¬ 
chine. and often these prove happily 
deceptive. 

There Is now every reason to believe 
that the wheat crop of the three prai¬ 
rie provinces will npprnach 250 mil¬ 
lion bushels. 

Alberta will exceed the 70 million 
bushels that had been looked for. The 
average yield will he considerably high¬ 
er than it has been In the province In 
any of the last four years. The De¬ 
partment of Agriculture In a recent re¬ 
port gave the opinion that It cannot 
fall hdow twenty-two bushels to the 
acre, and that It might easily pass the 
twenty-live bushel mark. Most of the 
wheat In the province when the report 
was written, stood wcil tip to three 
feet high, and on some fields was still 
higher. Thu report goes on that In 
purls of Southern Alberta forty ami 
fifty bushels to the acre yields will 
not be uncommon, while there will he 
a good many yields of from thirty to 
thirty-five bushels to the acre. 

In the northwest part of the prov¬ 
ince. In the country surrounding Rut* 
tleford and adjacent to the Canadian 
National railway line to I.loydminstcr, 
and south the crops are excellent and 
the yield will he heavy. 

A larger than average wheat crop Is 
being thrashed in Manitoba. It has 
been estimated that the total yield of 
the three provinces will not he less 
than 225.000,(MMI bushels, and It may 
he that somewhere between 250,000,000 
and 500,000,<MM) bushels will be the final 
figure. 

Outs Is a good crop In nil three prov¬ 
inces. This crop has also grown rap¬ 
idly during the last two or three weeks. 
Kxceptlng from those fields which were 
sown late for green feed, tlit* yield will 
be heavy and the grain excellent, liar- 
ley and rye are above the average. 
Tin r* was sulheient help to luirvest 
the crop.—Advertisement.

Terrible Explosion in Financial 
District of New York Laid 
to Anarchists. 

MAY BE PART OF HUGE PLOT 


Republicans Say Maine Result Pre¬ 
sages Their Victory in November— 
Attitude of Women Voters Signifi¬ 
cant—Cox Approves Root’s Plan for 
World Court. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

New York’s financial center was 
shattered and the entire country 
shocked on Thursday h.v a terrible ex¬ 
plosion that took the lives of nbout 
SO persons and Injured some .'100 oth¬ 
ers. That It was the result of a de¬ 
liberate pint by anarchists Is the firm 
belief of federal and local officials, and 
there Is reason to fear tlint It was 
hut the start of a campaign of terror¬ 
ism ngnlnst the financiers of America. 

The explosion came exactly at the 
noon hour, directly In front of the new 
assay building at Broad and Wall 
streets adjoining the subtreasury, ( nnd 
ncross the street from the beautiful 
J. I*. Morgan building. A one-horse 
truck was standing there nnd the au¬ 
thorities believe It contained n gigan¬ 
tic bomb, that was exploded by a time 
clock. The denths nnd Injuries nnd 
the damage done to buildings were 
mostly caused by short, heavy slugs 
made from broken east Iron window 
weights, unlike any In the Wall street 
district. This fact, together with 
many other developments, furnished 
a lmsls for the theory of the officials. 
After the dlsnster It was learned that 
n Wall street employee nnd the French 
high commission had both received 
warning that there would he an ex¬ 
plosion In the district on September 

I. r >» The letters both eunte from K. 
Fischer, formerly an employee of the 
French commission, nnd were mniled 
front Toronto. Fischer is said to he 
deranged as a result of a nervous 
brea kdown. 

The victims of the explosion were 
mostly clerks and messengers. No 
prominent financier was killed, though 
many of them had narrow escapes, 
and Junius Spencer Morgan, son of 

J. P. Morgan, was cut by Hying gluss. 

If It is still true that “ns goes Maine, 
so goes the nation," the Republicans 
will score n tremendous victory in No- 
\ ember. They wwept the Fine Tree 
state, electing Parkliurat for governor, 
and all the rest of their ticket by a 
majority of Alhout 65,000. Every coun¬ 
ty In the state went Republican. Na¬ 
tional leaders of the party, of course, 
greeted this result with shouts of joy. 
Nearly 80,000 women went to the polls, 
and some 60,000 of them voted the 
Republican ticket. Tills Is regarded | 
as especially significant, for It has 
been contended that flie women of the j 
country would support the League of, 
Nations. The cutupulgn In Muiue was 
conducted largely on national Ismies. 
the league issue being foremost, and 
both parlies sent national figures Into 
the stute as campaign* orators, the ' 
I»euiocrutlc forces being led toy Frank- j 
tin D. Roosevelt, candidate for vice 
president, and Secretary of the Navy | 
Daniels, ('alvlu Coolldge, Republican | 
candidate for vice president. Senator ■ 
Lodge and 1 other heavy guns were 
there for the Republican ticket, and 
devoted much of their energies to at- 1 
tacking the‘Wilson draft of the league. 

Governor Cox. Mr. Roosevelt, Chair¬ 
man White and other leading Demo¬ 
crats all refuse to consider Maine a 
reliable political barometer. Secre¬ 
tary Tumulty, after conferring with 
President Wilsou. said only that the 
Maine result “cannot he considered as 
Indicative of the general result lu 
Kovember.“ 

The Impartial observer will accord 
toe greatest Importance to the alt!- 
Vde of the Maine women, though it 
may t*e true that the women of the 
ceutral and weatern states do not fee) 
the same way about the league as 
^resilient Wilson wauls It. , 


Of the primaries of the week, the 
most Interesting and Important were 
those of New York and Illinois. In 
the former the “regulars” of both par¬ 
ties won. The Republicans renomi¬ 
nated Senator Wadsworth, ami the 
Democrats named Lieut. Gov. Harry 
O. Walker as his opponent. The Illi¬ 
nois primaries were Interesting, espe¬ 
cially because of the fierce “civil war" 
Within the Republican party there. 
The faction led by Mayor Thompson 
of Chicago was bitterly attacked by 
the metropolitan press, but It swept 
Chicago and Cook county. In the 
rest of the state the anti-Thompson 
forces piled up such large majorities 
that nt this writing the result Is In 
doubt. 

The “power of the press” Is very 
poorly exemplified by the Chlcngo 
newspapers, for they nearly always 
lose In fights of this kind. 

The congressional Investigating 
committee dropped the Inquiry into 
Cox’s charges concerning the Republi¬ 
can campaign fund, the Republican 
members holding that they lmd not 
been proved und the Democratic mem¬ 
bers having little to say. Mr. Cox, 
however, is unwilling to let the matter 
rest, nnd In a recent speech he doubled 
the amount lie said his opponents were 
collecting, stating that the fund was 
to be $25,000,000 or $30,000,000. Ex¬ 
pert political opinion Is that the gov¬ 
ernor has done his cause more harm 
than good by Ills “expose" of enmpnign 
contributions. 

Both presidential candidates are 
perforce devoting a ■•great deal of at¬ 
tention to the League of Nations. 
Senator Harding, in a message to a 
women’s club, said: “We are desir¬ 
ous of preventing wnr. Let us not 
break the heart of the world by any 
more delusions. Let us unite Amer¬ 
ica behind a new proposul to the other 
nations for the prevention of war and 
for amicable relationship In world ad¬ 
ministration. Let us, In doing this, 
preserve our own national conscience 
at home, and not check It nt Geneva." 

Out West, where he has been deliv¬ 
ering “peppy” speeches, Governor Cox 
promised that If he were elected the 
league would he ratified, money would 
no longer be spent on battleships nnd 
the government funds would he used 
for such purposes as reclaiming arid 
lands. Mr. Cox nlso gave his full ap¬ 
proval to the plan for a world courf 
as put forth h.v Klihu Root nnd the 
rest of the advisory commission of 
Jurists. This court, said Mr. Cox, can¬ 
not In any way he regarded as a sub¬ 
stitute for the league, being rather a 
part of the covenant—which Is quite 
true. 

Mr. Root stilled for home with the 
intention of taking part In the national 
campaign nnd to urge America to ad¬ 
here to the international court plan, 
which he Is said to regard us the high 
point of his career. The proposition 
was taken up for discussion by the 
league council when It met in Paris on 
Thursday. It was expected that Italy 
and Jupan, and perhaps America, 
would make objection to the article 
lu the constitution of the court which 
1 provides for compulsory udjudlcution. 

! In making public the text of the proj- 
1 ect the council, in a letter to all league 
members, said: 

"The council would regard an ir¬ 
reconcilable difference of opinion on 
the merits of the scheme as an Inter- 
| national misfortune of the gravest 
kind. It would mean that the league 
i was publicly compelled to admit its 
| incapacity to carry out oue of the most 
hu[>ortaut of the tasks which it was 
Invited to perform. The failure would 
he great and probably lrrepuralde; for, 
if agreeiueut proves Impossible under 
circumstances apparently so favorable, 
it is hard to see how and when the 
tusk of securing It will he successfully 
! resumed."

Russian bolshevists. not giving up 
their attempt to conquer Pulaud. con- 
> i cent rated a large force for an attack 
; | in the direction of Lemberg: but the 
Poles report that they bave aduiluts- 
: tered a crushing defeat to these 
I troops, aud that their own operations 
along the upper reuches of the Bug 
river have been very successful, iios- 
■ tllities between tbe Poles and the 
I Lithuanians- seemed to have quieted 
down, but tbe latter were gathered 
] uloug the border in great force, ac¬ 


cording to recent dispatches, and n 
battle was fought In the Suwnlki sec¬ 
tor. 

Baron W ran gel carried out a com¬ 
plete change of front in southern Rus¬ 
sia. Abandoning his plan of concen¬ 
tration on the Kuban and formation 
of a liaison with the revolting Cos- 
sneks, he collected all his forces In 
Taurida and started out to capture 
Kherson and Nlkolniev with the in¬ 
tention of forming n union with the 
Ukrainians further west and of push¬ 
ing northward toward Alexandrovsk 
and Kharkov. Already he has won 
several victories over the soviet troops. 
In the Baku region In the Caucasus the 
antlbolshevist revolt Is reported to he 
spreading nnd the Reds, who already 
had abandoned Baku, nre continuing 
their retreat. 

Notwithstanding these reverses In 
nnd about their home country the Rus¬ 
sian Reds nre unremitting In their ef¬ 
forts to “bolshevlze” the rest of the 
world. Tokyo hears that they have 
perfected plans for this propaganda 
nnd nre soon to send emissaries to 
America, Japan, China nnd other coun¬ 
tries in Asia. 

The hand of the bolshevik is appar¬ 
ent, too, In northern Italy. Radicals, 
most of them foreigners, nre trying to 
get control of the communist move¬ 
ment that sprang up there and to foil 
the efforts of the labor confederation 
to bring nbout n compromise between 
the workers nnd the employers. In 
some Instances they drove contented 
employees from factories nnd seized 
the plnnts. Though the movement 
was spreading considerably, there 
was no reason to change the predic¬ 
tion thnt it would ultimately fall, but 
the probability thnt the employers 
would offer to the men equal control 
nnd profit shnring Increased. Premier 
Glolltt! finnll.v took n hand In the dis¬ 
pute, Inviting representatives of the 
employers nnd workers In the rnetnl 
plnnts to meet him In Turin. Genoa 
became a storm center when the com¬ 
munists there, led by some Rtisslnns 
and Hungarians, seized merchant ship¬ 
ping and mounted cannon, announc¬ 
ing they would fight If navnl vessels 
were sent.

The foreign 
lenders who were arrested were all In 
possession of large nmounts of 
money. 

Seizure of the lnnd began in Italy 
when communist peasants took pos¬ 
session of several large farms. As 
some of these belong to high church 
officials It was expected the Vatican 
would protest/to the government and 
demand protection of the property. 

The congressional Junket party Is 
on its way home from the Orient, nnd 
when It arrives maybe some of the 
members will he able to give the gov¬ 
ernment valuable advice on the Jap¬ 
anese problem. Possibly they will 
not he able to do so. The problem Is 
becoming acute, both here an 1 In 
Japan. Ambassador Shldehnra has 
heeti authorized to conduct negotia¬ 
tions direct with Secretary Colby for 
a new treaty or some understanding 
that will safeguard Japnnese property 
holding and more clearly restrict 
Japnnese Immigration. Tokyo doubt¬ 
less prefers to have the trouble set¬ 
tled by the present administration, 
hoping for better terms titan might be 
agreed to h.v the Republicans if they 
win in November. Senator Harding 
has declared himself In favor of the 
exclusion of the Japanese on the 
ground of racial difference. The Wil¬ 
son administration still Insists or the 
restriction of Immigration from Ja¬ 
pan. und also still objects to Japan’s 
occupation of the Russian half of 
| Snglialln Island.

When your new car Is delivered, re¬ 
member that all working parts are 
new, fitted very tightly, and should 
be handled slowly until the car is run 
several hundred miles. It Is advisable 
to drive slowly nnd carefully for the 
first 500 miles, giving such parts ns 
motor hearings, pistons nnd vnrlous 
other parts fitted tightly a chance to 
wear in somewhat. See that your car 
bus been gone over thoroughly for oil 
and grease; particularly tlie motor, 
transmission, rear uxle and all grense 
cups. 

Flush Out Radiator. 

Tho radiator should be Hushed out 
and filled with clean water, as sedi¬ 
ments of solder or other foreign mat¬ 
ter sometimes remain In new rudintors 
nnd may work Into water pump or 
other working parts, causing damage. 

Have tlie storage battery oxaminud 
to note that same is properly charged 
and full enough of distilled water. 
Often new cars remain in storage be¬ 
fore delivery is made, which would 
cause battery to run low from stand¬ 
ing. If buttery Is used in tills weak¬ 
ened condition It often happen* tlie 
entire buttery Is ruined. 

Don’t let the man who Is teaching 
you bow to drive your new cur go until 
lie inis explained carefully all of tlie 
necessary functions of its operation 
and care. The spark lever Is mounted 
on the steering wheel for a purpose. 
I.eurn to use It properly. Shifting of 
gears and the release of tlie clutch 
must also he known to operate your 
cur correctly. 

Learn How to Stop. 

Don't forget to become thoroughly 
acquainted with the brakes, as It is 
more Important to know how to stop 
than It Is to know how to run. 

After you have driven u new car 
about 200 or .’Mm miles. It should be 
gone over and all bolts and nuts fitt¬ 
ed to see tlmt they are secured «ud 
tight. Thereafter your cur should 
have such Inspection about every 
1,000 miles. 

Your new car should not be kept Id 
a huru or stable and exposed to 
fumes, etc. Remember, while tlie uur 
is still new tlie varnish is soft, or 
still'green; and if excised to such un¬ 
favorable conditions will turn dull. 
Mud should not be allowed to remain 
ou a uew car. for a new car will show 
spots more quickly than an old car. 

Itoad and trartie rules are all-ini- 
portaut. Don’t fall to post yourself 
on them. Your dealer will gladly In¬ 
form you. 

Ooe of the most essential points In 
the proper upkeep of a new car is how 
to keep It oiled and greased. Study 
the chart of lubrication, which Is 
furnished with all makes of automo¬ 
biles, and l»e sure to follow instruc¬ 
tions. This alone will avoid the pay¬ 
ment of big repair bills.

to n support ns shown and the two 
other ends to n short stick a few 
Inches apart. Then with the tubing 
held taut tho stick Is revolved slowly, 
twisting the two tubes together, the 
rags being fed between the tubes os 
they are twisted so that u quantity of 
cloth strips Is securely held in place. 
This process Is continued until about 
a 20-Inch length of the tubing has 
been twisted. The ends nre then cut 
off with a file nnd, after bending Into 
a loop. Inserted through n hole drilled 
In the pipe cup, and soldered there, 
tlie ends of the tubing projecting 
enough to avoid danger of getting 
filled with solder. 

The brush is completed by drilling 
very small holes through tlie Milling 
ulternjitely every Inch or so, so thnt 
the water when turned on will h« 
forced out and along the mass of cloth 
strips.—Popular Science Monthly.

Emblems for All Who Served In World 
War Ready for Distribution 
on Armistloe Day. 

Nearly 6,000,000 Victory medals, 
turned out by a lengthy nnd Involved 
process of manufacture, now are 
awaiting former service men. Thou¬ 
sands of these medals will he pre¬ 
sented to veternns on Armistice day 
by posts of the American legion, 
which have arranged elaborate cere¬ 
monies In honor of the occasion. The 
mednl wns designed by James Karl 
Frazer. 

Phases never before met with In 
mednl production were met with by 
the contractors In the making of the 
decorations with their ribbons, hattle 
clasps nnd bars, nnd to handle certain 
steps In the process of mnnufncture 
new mnehlnos were Invented. One of 
these wns a ribbon-cutting mnchlno 
which turned out 90 pieces n minute 
nnd In the course of a dny did n quan¬ 
tity of work equnl to the labors of 15 
people. 

A striking mnchlno with a force of 
175 tons a blow wns used on the 
mednls after the disks had been nn- 
nenlcd following which there enme the 
application of a hydraulic pressure of 
120 pounds. An automatic sand blast 
nnd nn alcohol bnth also were utilized 
before putting the final lncqucr on the 
mednl.

FRENCH WAR ORPHANS’ FUND | 

Total Reaches $1,275, Sufficient to 
Care for Seventeen Children 
for One Year. 

A total of $1,275, or enough to pro¬ 
vide fi*r 17 French war orphans for a 
year, had been contributed to the le¬ 
gion fund for the readoptlon of the 
war waifs who formerly were proteges 
of the late A. E. F.. according to the 
hooks of the Legion national treasurer, 
Robert II. Tyndall, up to the close of 
business on August 14. 

Rosts of the Legion, or Individual 
members or friends, may adopt a 
French war orphan for at least one 
year by contributing $75 for tlie first 
yeur’s support. The money should he 
sent to the French War Orphan Fund, 
National Treasurer. Indianapolis, Ind. 
It will then he turned over to the 
American Red Cross, which will assign 
the children and supervise the expendi¬ 
ture of the money. 

A specific child will be assigned to 
each adopting post or Individual and 
a photograph of each mascot will be 
forwarded to tlie adopter, who there¬ 
after may keep in touch with the war 
orphan either direct or through tlie 
Red Cross. The Red Cross bears all 
expense of administration so that all 
money contributed goes direct to the 
support of the child. 

Organizing in China. 

The Gen. Frederick Ward post of 
the Amerlcau Legion In Shanghai, 
China, has been authorized to form 
other units of tlie organization In that 
country. The pou was uamed after 
the American soldier who organized 
the “Ever Victorious Army" in China 
at the lime of the Taiplug rebellion.

erbonrd pattern. One of the most at¬ 
tractive designs shows a broad stripe 
of navy blue alternating with a Ro¬ 
man stripe In rich colors. A skirt 
made of this pattern is box-plaited so 
that the Roman stripe Is turned under 
the plain one. the bright colors re- 
venled when the pluits nre spread by 
walking. 

Occasionally stripes ore so managed 
that they run both horizontally and 
vertically In the same skirt. An ex¬ 
ample appears here with a yoke hav¬ 
ing horizontal stripes and those of the 
lower pnrt running up and down.

QUEEN BEE’S TALK. 

**I was telling people about myself, 
the other day," said Queen Ree, "hut 
now 1 must tnlb to the children. Some 
of thorn have been nsklng questions 
and so have the workers, nnd there 
uro n few questions I wnnt to answer. 

"In the llrst place we must not hi¬ 
bernate or go to sleep for the whole 
winter, for bees do not do such lazy 
things. They know how to keep warm 
by cii/tlng food, the right kind of food. 
Ah! no, bees know how to look nfter 
themselves In the winter time. 

“And so we must not only gather 
honey, hut we must store It for the 
long winter abend. That Isn’t my 
work, it Is the work though of nil the 
worker bees. 

"And her** In this hollow tree 
where our honeycomb Is, we’ll store 
our food nnd the young will he taught 
whnf they must do. • 

"They will he taught thnt they nre 
the wax workers while I he older nnd 
wiser bees will go to the flowers for 
the nectar and for the pollen. 

"Another thing, we must never he 
lazy. There is n wiylng of how the 
little bee Improves eneli shining hour. 
Thnt Is n true saying, nnd we must 
never let It be said of us thnt we have 
not lived up to that sn.vlng. 

"No one enn copy the wax comb we 
make. No one has ever been able to 
do the work we enn do, and of thnt, 
we should he very proud. 

"15ut It Is not enough to he proud. 
We must make the pride wo feel a 
true pride nnd not a false pride, n 
pride which we deserve. 

“You see, bees, 1 am n Queen, but 
an I spend my time laying eggs nnd 
thinking of the bees, I am more of a 
mother than I am a queen. I care 
for little bees, I wnnt to see that they 
come Into thiR busy. Interesting world, 
where bees live and work, nnd where 
they do things which no people hnve 
ever been able to copy. 

“And we live nnd work nnd let oth¬ 
ers work nnd live. We do not de¬ 
stroy other animals In order to live, 
or other insects or other life nt all. 
We mnke our own life, we get our own 
food from flowers nnd without robbing 
anyone, for the honey from the flow¬ 
ers would go to wnste were It not for 
us. 

“True, the humming birds nnd the 
butterflies sip of the honey from the 
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“We Must Store It." 

flowers, but we live on the honey nnd 
mnke It Inst us through the whole 
winter. * 

“Yes, we’re of no trouble nnd no 
expense to any other creatures. We 
make our homes, our own living, our 
own home and colony life. 

“There are ulwuys thousands of 
worker bees who look after the home 
and there are the daddy bees who 
help to form new colonies or bee vil- 
lages. 

“The little bees come out In several 
days and they are fed milk Jelly, a 
beautiful food, h.v the nurse bees. 
These little ones grow fnst and In six 
days they begin to spin their cocoons. 
Then they take no food for almost two 
weeks and at the end of three weeks 
from the time I have laid the egg, the 
bee comes out and begins her real 
life, a little nervous at first, but soon 
strong and ready to work. 

"I do not look after my children, for 
I am too busy seeing that many of 
them get the chance to come into this 
beautiful world, and there are nurses 
who wUl look after the little ones. 

“For In the lives of the honey bees 
there Is work for everyone, special 
work. The drones or Mr. Rees are In 
larger cells until they come out, and 
they take twenty-five days to come out. 

“Yes. I have answered many ques¬ 
tions that have been asked me by the 
little bees just coming Into the world, 
hut while I can buzz as I work. I can¬ 
not stop and chat. No. the honey bees 
must always work, always, always. 
Even the Queen has much to do."

The hen with a natural tendency to 
lay usually postpones the molt until 
her production is finished regnrdlcss 
of the time she started. This applies 
more particularly to the egg breeds, 
as the general purpose or meat breeds 
sometimes lay and molt at the same 
time. In such eases the feathers are 
dropped and replaced slowly and the 
egg production also slows down but 
■liay not entirely suspend. •

The re¬ 
mainder of his nctlve life. e. period 
of about 2f» years was devoted to 
newspaper work, for which he had 
much fondness. 

The first experience of Mr. Hawes 
in newspaper work was in connection 
with Amos W. Blanchard, as joint 
owner nml editor of the Weymouth 
Gazette. This partnership continued 
about 10 years, when Mr. Blanchard 
was obliged by ill health to retire 
and the pa,per went Into the hands 
cf Charles Willoby for a while. Mr. 
Hawes In the meantime started the 
Weymouth Transcript, which he 
edited about two years and then 
acquired the Gazette', merging the two 
papers under the name of Weymouth 
Gazette and Transcript, which he con¬ 
tinued to edit until failing hralth 
necessitated his retirement from ac¬ 
tive business about four years ago. 1 

Though a busy man Mr. Hawes 
always found time to interest himself 
in the religious, social* and political 
life of the community, state and 
nation. From his early manhood he 
was a member of the Congregational 
church in East Weymouth, and was 
closely identified with all its interests, 
serving as superintendent of the Sun¬ 
day school for many years. He was 
president of the Fairmount Cemetery 
Association for several years, and 
was a member of the Weymouth His¬ 
torical Society. 

Mr. Hawes was a past master of 
the Orphans Hope lodge of Free 
Masons and was chaplain of the lodge 
for a long period, which positiqn he 
always dignified and which he held 
at the time of his death. 

In Dec. 1916, he and three other 
members of Orphans Hope lodge were 
presented Henry Price medals. Bro. 
Hawes said at the time that Masonry 
and he recalled 
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Weymouth will miss Martin E. 
Hawes, for many years editor of the 
Weymouth Tluzette and Transcript, 
who died Sunday afternoon, after an 
illness of several weeks, at the ad¬ 
vanced age of 85 years, 10 months. 
His prominence in newspaper worki 
in town affairs, in the Republican
